Gen. MacArthur has moved his head- 
quarters to San Vicente, across the Rio 
Grande. Gén. Wheaton’s brigade has 
advanced beyond Alampit. Gen. Hale 
has returned to coijperate with Gen. 
Lawton. At Balibag, last evening, 
there was a running fight, during 
which one soldier was killed and three 
wounded. The rebels scattered before 
Gen. Lawton and Gen. Hale. 

Yesterday, while Capt. Wheeler, with 
a detachment of the Fourth Cavalry, 
was covering Gen. Hale’s advance, he 
discovered a large body of rebels at 
Pulilan. The cavalry opened fire, but 
there was no response. Thinking that 
the rebels wanted to surrender, Lieut. 
Bell went forward to parley with them, 
The Filipinos replied that they did not 
wish to surrender, but that they had 
been ordered to refrain from fighting 
during the negotiations. They asked 
what Lieut. Bell wanted, and in re- 
sponse were given half an hour in 
which to retire, which they improved. 

A Spanish prisoner who escaped into 
the American lines reports that after 
Gen. Hale’s advance on ‘Quingua, 200 
Filipinos were buried, thirty-five in 
one trench, and twenty-five in another... 
This is the largest number of rebels 
thalt have been killed in any engage- 
ment for several months. 


PLUCKY INFANTRYMAN. 


Lives of Nine Filipinos to His Credit. 
Curious Incident. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
VALPARAISO (Ind.,) May 3:—Prf- 
vate Frederick Snyder of the Fourth 
Nebraska Infantry, who is stationed 
at Manila, in a letter to an uncle who 
resides here, says that with two com- 
panies he was ordered to guard duty 
on the outside of the city. Late at 
night, while they were passing down 
a residence street they were fired upon 
_by insurgents, who were in a house. 

His two companions were killed. 
Snyder managed to get behind an 
obstruction, and for nearly ten minutes 
continued to shoot at the house, rid-

An examination of the house was made 
and six men, two women and a child 
were found dead. All had been shot by 
Snyder during the encounter.

Trend of Trade Calls for the 
Nicaragua Canal. 


With the Great Waterway Once 
Completed This Country Could 


Defy Competition Fore¥er—The 
War Was Anglo-Saxon. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NPW YORK, May  3.—[Bxctusive 
Dispatch.1 The Journal this morning 
prints the following interview with M. 
H. de Young on national policy: the 
promise ,that the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal holds out, and the 
future of the Pacific Coast: 

“California's national politics are, I 
am sure. in favor of expansion. Our 
course in the Philippines is absolutely 
‘wise. The Philippines are our best 
acquisition. They produce indigo, cof- 
fee. tobacco, rice, sugar—an enormous 
revenue. We ought to develop for 
ourselves the fullest trade with the 
natives, We have sacrificed noble lives 
for the Philippines. We have _ spent 
$20,000,000 to buy them, and other mil- 
lions to subdue them... We ought ‘to 
include them within our tariff wall. 

“The ‘open door’ is in favor of Bu- 
rope. and we are under no obligations 
to Europe. It is an idea of England. 
We must not be allies of England in 
anything save courtesy. There is busi- 
ness rivalry between us, and we must 
take our advantages. They are numer- 
ous. One essential quality of our 
manufactures is that they surpass that 
of all other countries...We have genius 
of invention and knowledge of machin- 
ery. Our workingmen are more learned 
than all others. 

“One American workingman is worth 
two Englishmen, four Frenchmen, 
eight South Africans. 
wages -eny other 


than country, And 
still “are able to undérse!l! other 
country. 


| “The trend of business in this coun- 


try is from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Ocean. It is as inevitable as the su- 
premacy of the Anglo-Saxon race. We 
shall civilize and trade with the four 
hundred millions in China, and the Pa- 
cific Coast will have part in it. We 
must, as the Journal insists, build the 
Nicaragua Canal. It will divert the 
trade of the East from England into 
this country. 

“It would take twenty-two days for 
a vessel sailing ten Knots an hour to 
reach San Francisco from New York 
through the Nicaragua Canal. Well, it 
takes eighteen days by railway for 
heavy freight now, and the charges by 
water would be eight times cheaper 
than by land. That is why the monop- 
olists oppose the Nicaragua Canal. 

“With it we could defy competition 
forever. I am in favor of retaining not 
only Hawaii, Guam, the Philippines 
and Porto Rico, but Cuba. I don’t 
know why we should force independ- 
ence upon Cuba. It would not appreci- 
ate independence; it would not know 
how to make use of it; it would be the 
of intrigue. 

“The war was the battle of the An- 
glo-Saxons against the Latins. The 
Latins must be annihilated. There is

no escape from it. You may be sorry 
if youlwish. It can’t be avoided. There 
is one thing that I have at heart. Cali- 
fornia is at the height of its prosperity. 
It never had a crop.as abundant; its 
fruit was never so plentiful and so 
luscious.

REPORT FROM DAYTON. 


Agrees Substantially With Press 
Dispatches of Petty Persecation. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 


WASHINGTON, ‘May 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Mail reports from ‘-Com- 
mander Dayton of the cruiser Detroit 
were received at the Navy Department 
today from Bluefields, Nicaragua, but 
the Department is still unable to com- 
municate with Commander Dayton by 
telegraph. The reports are understood 
to agree substantially with the press 
dispatches about the petty persecution 


| of Americans at Bluefields. 


While it. is said officially that no 
action has been taken yet to-secure an 
explanation from the Nicaragua au- 
thorities as to the failure to maintain 
telegraphic communication with Com- 
mander Dayton, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the government has come to 
the conclusion that a lesson shall be 
taught to some of the Central American 
republics for their high-handed methods 
of dealing with American citizens and 
American business interests. 

Honduras has been guilty of this sort 
of thing lately, and the present troubles 
in the department of Zelaya, Nica- 
ragua, in which Bluefields is situated, 
are attributed to the bitter *hostility 
against Americans on the part of Col. 
Torres, the Governor, and that the 
navy will take a hand in _ bringing 
these troubles to a satisfactory settle- 
ment is regarded as probable, although 
the State Department is now attempt- 
ing to adjust them through diplomatic 
channels. Complaints against Col. 
Torres have been filed by this govern- 
ment, and Commander Dayton -may 
soon be ordered to take action of a 
positive character. | 

TO CREATE RESPECT. 

NEW YORK. May 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says there 
is reason to believe that the adminis- 
tration propose to use the Pears case 
and the Bluefields incident to create 
respect for the United States in Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua. 

While it is assumed that the gov- 
ernments of Honduras and Nicaragua 
wish to actecorrectly, their subordinates 
have been guilty of petty persecutions 
of American citizens, which, in many 
instances, cannot be made a subject 
of official complaint. The State De- 
partment is, therefore, determined to 
bring the Hondvreans.aad. Nicaraguans 
to account. 

With this. object in view, the proposi- 
tion of the Hondurean government that 
the Pears case be referred to arbitra- 
tion has been rejected, and Minister 
Hunter has been instructed to press 
for an immediate settlement. Should 
‘the $10,000 indemnity demanded be not 
forthcoming within a reasonable time, 
a squadron will be ordered to Hondu- 
ras to enforeé payment. 

On the part of the Navy Depart- 
ment, a cause of complaint against 
Nicaragua arises out of the failure to 
get two cablegrams to Commander 
Dayfon, commanding the Detroit, now 
at Bluefields. 


A WARM RECEPTION. 


Escort of Gen. Kitchener’s Envoy to 
Darfour Decimated.

In accordance’ with these orders 
from the Postmastér-General, Mr. Mon- 
tague today ordered a rigid inspection 
of all mail lying in ‘the office en route 
for Manila. The search revealed the 
presence of the printed documents 
which had been mailed to the military 
commanders and to the members of the 
Philippine Commission. On the wrap- 
per of each, near the address, are the 
words: “If not delivered agithin five 
days return to box 112, Boston.”

WARDNER (Idaho.) May 3.—All day 
lone the work’ of arresting the men 
believed to have been connected with 
the Bunker Hjll outrages has been-mM 
progress. Tonight 104 prisoners are 
under guard in the harn that had been 
turned into a jail for their detention. 


Among them are many ringleaders in 
the organization. More of the chief 
dynamiters, however. have escaped, 


and are now getting out of the country 
as best thew may. Their recovery ‘is 
a matter of time. They -will not es- 
cape. The State will go bankrupt, if 
necessary, in order to secure their con- 
viction. 

By 10 o'clock this morning, the work 
of drawing the formal complaints 
against the more notorious strikers had 
been completed. The document was @ 
lengthy #ne, and in it were set down 
the names of about fifty suspects. ‘Then 
the work of making the arrests com- 
As martial law had not at 
that time been declared, the local con- 
stables were deputed to serve the war- 
rants. but they were’ not alone in the 
work. 

Capt. Batchelor of Co. M, put up a, 
squad of his colored fighters at. the 
command of the constables, and began 
the hunt. Up to the head of the gulch 
marched the pursuers, and then, turn- 
ing back. they commenced a search of 
every point where the rioters might be 
in hiding. Their coming caused a panic 
among the strikers. There was a wil 
scramble among them up the sides of 
the cafion, but they were not to escape 
in that way. As they dodged through 


_the brush on the mountain sides the 


constables started in pursuit, and in 
most cases the chase was a short one. 

The sight of the dusky soldiers’ glis- 
tering rifles were generally sufficient to 
make them meekly surrender. Lined 
up t#o abreast and closely guarded 
by the soldiers, the captives were 
marched back down to the camp at 
the station in little bunches of twenty 
or thicty. There they were turned 
into a vacant lot, and kept under guard 
ontil about 5 o'clock, when they were 
transferred into the loft of the near- 
by barn. 

While. arrest of the men in 
Wardner was under way, search par- 
ties of soldiers, headed by constables, 
were sent out in all the surrounding 
country to take in the fugitives. As it 
was known that many much-wanted 
rioters were trying to escape over the 
hills toward Harrison, Auditor Sinclair, 
who is in charge of the campaign, se- 
cured a special train, which was rushed 
down there. 

It brought back five strikers. Five 
or six more, armed with rifles, were 
seen from the train, but owing to the 
nearness of the other trains, it was 
impossible to stop the special and start 
in pursuit of them. Among the men 
under arrest are five or six deputy 
sheriffs, who were newly-elevated to 
that office by Deputy Sheriff Bell since 
the trouble started here. 

A MOST EXCITING DAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WARDNER (Idaho,) May 3.—With 
the excention of last Saturday, this 
has been the most exciting day Ward- 
ner has seen. Every hour of the day 
squads of colored troops, assisted by 
constables. have been aryesting dyna- 
miters. All business was practically 
suspended. while the citizens watched 
the operations. As the prisoners were 
gathered up, they were marched in 
squads of five to fifteen to the camp 
at the station, one and a- half miles 


distant. where they were-left under 
guard. 

A squad of nineteen was. brought

POSTAL SYSTEM A MINIATURE OF 
THAT IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Assistant Postmaster Heath Brings 
Enthusiastic Report as to Condi- 
tions on the Island—Gen. Henry’s 
Statesmanship—His Latest Move. 


fA. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 
SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, April 
27.—[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press, wired from Chicago, May 3.) 
Porto Rico will soon be enjoying a 
first-class postal service. First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General Perry 5. 
Heath, who arrived here a fortnight 


States today by the Caracas, has vis- 
ited every nook and corner of the 
island, accompanied by Capt. W. H. 
Elifott, director general of posts in 
Porto Rico, and Inspector Moore, to 
get an intelligent notion of the needs 
of the island, in this respect. 

Under the new system, domestic and 
international money orders will“soon 
be issued at all the offices. San Juan, 
Ponce -and Mayaguez will have free 
delivery, the mails will be transported 
cross the island by new up-to-date 
equipment, and the entire-management 
of the postal service will be centered 
in the director-general’s office here. 
The new system will be a miniature 
of that in vogue in the United States. 
Gapt. Elliott will have the exclusive 
control of the more than seventy minor 
offices, will employ his own men, make 
the mail contracts and audit the ac- 
counts of the various branches. There 
will also be a dead letter office in San 
Juan. It is expected that the postal 
service will be self sustaining. A con- 
siderable sum has of necessity been 
spent from the present proceeds, in 
converting the unsightly and unhealth- 
ful correos of the Spanish administra- 
tion, into the attractive and sanitary 
postoffices with which all Americans 
are familiar. Nor has this been a 
small undertaking. . 

The new postoffices of the director- 
general are the delight of Americans 
traveling in Porto Rico. Over the 
door will always be found the flag of 
the republic, while within and without 
new paint and attention to cleanliness 
have made a most inviting stopping 
place for the traveler. It is the hope 
of the director-general to restore the 
confidence of the Porto Ricans in the 
postal service which, under the Span- 
ish régime, could not be trusted with 
valuables. So reliable has money or- 
der service proved, that this branch 
has increased wonderfully among the 
native population. 

Mr. Heath speaks In the highest 
terms of the Porto Ricans, and is en- 
thusiastic over the future of the’ is!- 
ands. ‘le favors its rapid Americaniza- 
tion, and the introduotion of American 
laws and methods, advocating the em- 
ployment of intelligent Porto Ricans 
in the *various postoffices under the 
direction of experienced American pos- 
tal officials. He has entire confidence 
in Capt. Eliiott’s ability. 

Like every American who travels 
through the interior of the island, Mr. 
Heath has been emphatic in expressing 
his. admiration at the great improve- 
ment in the roads since Gen. Henry 
established the policy of: employing 
Porto Rican laborers for road-making. 
This. branch of. the work of the mili- 
‘tary administration has been in charge 
of Maj. Hills, assisted by Sefiotes Do- 
mench and Rodriguez, capable native 
engineers. Where there were impassa-

now speed his coach,. and the peon 
drive his ox cart heavily laden with the 
products of the field, to the ports and 
towns near by. 

The possibility of distress has been 
avoided by the employment of the na- 
tive laborers, awho might have suffered 
on account of the bad condition of the 
plantations after the war. At no time 
has there been any actual distress. On 
the contrary, Porto Ricans need never 
suffer for want of food, a® nature sup- 
plies it bountifully. The Porto Rican 
is an industrious man, quite unlike 
many of his neighbors in adjacent isl- 
anas. The peons and workmen em- 
ployed upon the roads received 50 cents 
a day, Porto Rican money, which, is 
avout equivalent to 30 cents American, 
and with this daily wage they are con- 
tent. Indeed, the road-making work 
has preved one of. the wisest acts or 
statesmanship, and will soon demon- 
strate its beneficence in helping to 
solve the problem of government and 
trade betterment in Porto Rico. 

The business men have suffered since 
the War in having no organization 
through which they could act jointly 
to s-ure favorable legislation, and to 
wvromote their common interests. For- 
merly they had a Board of Trade, or 
Chamber of Commerce, but this has not 
veen revived since the war. To pro- 
mot’ harmonious action*® between tne 
Americ; n and Porto Rican merchants 
ani to contribute to the advancement 
of insular business” interests, Gen 
Henry has called a convention of all 
the business men of the island with a 
view of establishing a new Chamber 
of Commerce. The convention will be 
held here during the next fortnight. 


FIGHT WITH BANDITS.

Legal Reforms—Cuban Pay Rolls. 
Postal Service—Sanitation. 
{A P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.]: 

NEW YORK, May 3.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says the 
legal reforms planned by the military 
government are gradually finding 
their way into*the official ‘“‘Gazette.”’ 
The decree issued, or to be issued this 
week, abolishes these features.of the 
Criminal Code, which clash more 
harshly with Anglo-Saxon ideas of per- 
sonal security. Judges are forbidden 
hereafter to deny to prisoners the right 
of communi¢ation with the outside 
world, or to Bhield accusers from pub- 
licity. Habeas corpus is also granted 
to any prisoner who thinks himself un- 
lawfully detained in custody. The 
examination of witnesse in criminal 
cases will be broadened, but the judg- 
ment will be left as before, exclusively 
in the hands of the court. 

These reforms are applauded by all 
elements, except, perhaps, the Span- 
ish-speaking lawyers who voted 
some time ago to do everything possi- 
ble to uphold the excellences of the 
Latin over the English common law. 
A decree is also in preparation which 
will make the civil ceremony the legal 
proof of marriage and leave opticnal 
the further eelebration of the contract 
before a priest or minister. 

Gen. Gomez and his assistants ‘on the 
committee representing the Cuban 
army, having informed Gen. Brooke 
that it would be almost impossible to 
revise and reduce the Jists on which 
payment of arrearages is to be made, 
it is doubtful whether the military 
authovity will pursue its effort to purge 
the Cuban frolis, as the soldiers them- 
selves are most concerned in seeing 
justice done to those who actually bore 
the burdens of the insurrection, and 
thei? representatives are indisposed to 
encourage any critical investigrtion. 
The government will probably have to 


disburse the $38,000,000 impartially 
among the-deserving and .the unde- 
serving. 


The department. of posts has an- 
nounced that hereafter all vacancies 
in the island postal service are io be 
filled by Cubans. Heretofore the op- 
posite policy has been followed of re- 
taining Spanish ex-officials in office. 
As the Spanish service was conducted 
on antiquated method, and with great 
indifference to public needs, no im- 
provement could well be hoped for, 
while former postmasters and postal 
‘clerks were left undisturbed. Far bet- 
ter results will be attained when these 
inefficient hold-overs have been gotten 
rid of. The salaries paid in the postal 
service, as in most of the other 
branches of the Cuban civil service, are 
plainly inadequate and little approach 
to American thoroughness and ac- 
curacy in handling mats« will be made,

RULES FOR EDUCATORS. 


WHAT WILL BE — IN LOS 
| ANGELES. 


Each Department of the National 
Educational Association Will 
Have Two Afternoon Sessions at 
the’ Convention —English @he 
language of Our Colonies. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TG THE TIMES. ] 
CHICAGO, May 3.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Superintendent Andrews, Dr. 
A. P. Nightingale, superintendent of 
high schools; Gabrielle Katzenberger, 
supervisor of music, and many others 
connected with Chicago schools, have 
arranged to go to the meeting of the 
National Educational Association in 
Los Angeles. At least one ‘hundred 
teachers from this city and four times 
this number from Illinois are expected 
to attend. 
Chicago educators who are on the pro- 
gramme to read papers have received 
roncenNn the rules, recently adopted, 


concerking discussions and manuscripts. 
The mdst important of these are that 
all papers must be limited to 3000 
words and discussions to 1000, the limi- 
tation to be strictly enforced in any and 
all cases; manuscripts must be delivered 
to the secretary immediately after they 
have been erad; five copies of type- 
written abstracts, not exceeding 500 
words, of a synopsis of each paper 
should be prepared and forwarded to 
the secretary in Winona, Wis., as early 
as June 25, for the use of the press; 
no paper, lecture or address shall be 
read before the association or any of 


‘its departments in the asbence of its 


author, nor shall such paper, lecture or 
address be published in the volume of 
proceedings without the consent of the 
association upon the approval of the 
Executive Committee. 

Each department is limited to two 
afternoon sessions. Except that the 
third meeting of the business or in- 
formal raund-table conference may be 
held at the discretion of the officers. 
The ideal programme provides a lim- 
ited number of subjects presented in 
brief. carefully-prepared papers, al- 
lowing time for full discussion within 
sessions of a reasonable length of 
time. ; 

Superintendent Andrews predicts that 
the meeting will be the most important 
in the history of the association. One 
of the absorbing matters which will 
be brought before the association will 
be the advisability of* Dringing® about 
reforms in orthography and philology. 
It is already accepted as a moral cer- 
tainty by the far-seeing educators of 
the country fhat the English language 
in its Americanized form is to be the 
language in Cuba, Porto Rico, and 
possibly of the business community of 
the Philippines. Having this in mind, 
the members- of the association are 
planning a simplification of language. 


INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 


Florence Kelley Paints a Shocking 
Word Picture for It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Indus- 
trial Commission resumed its public 
hearing today. The first witness was 
Florence Kelley, for four years chief 
factory inspector of Illinois. Her state- 
ment dealt particularly with sweat- 
shops in Chicago. She painted the 
picture in dark colors. Of the 200,000 
factory-workers in Illinois, she said, 
150,000 were in Cook county. Prac- 
tically all the ready-made clothing and 
much of the so-called merchant-tailor 
work of the city was sweat-shop, pure 

and simple. 

The conditions surrounding the works 
were unsanitary and harmful in a 
marked degree. Child labor, she said, 
was also used in direct defiance of the 
fourteen-year age limit in force in the 
State. She said the employers had no 
difficulty in evading this law and ee- 
curing age certificates for the children. 
Many of these little ones, she de- 
clared, work for the first year for 
nothing, with a promise of a dollar a 
week at the end of that time, and ulti- 
mately, perhaps, $3 to $4 per week, when 
they had reached the top of the ladder 
in their line. She strongly advocated 
the passage of a law similar in its 
general provisions to the Sulzer act now 
in force in New York.

Handred Millions Capital.

The Republic Steel and Iron Com- 
pany. whose capital is $55,000,000, filed 
incorporation papers in the County 
Clerk’s office in Jersey City today. Of 
the stock $25,000,000 is preferred, bear- 
ing 7 per cent. and payable quarterly. 
The principal office is given as in Jer- 
sey City. and the incorporators are 
Thomas Mills Day, Jr.; Hamilton H. 
Durham. Wilton J. Tracey, all of Jer- 
sey City. The company is empowered 
to produce and deal in ore and steel, 
mine ores, construct and purchase pipe 
lines and operate the same, so that 
water and electricity may be utilized. 
Furthermore. the company can build 
railroads and operete canals.

Mrs.-Hassell’s Servant Gives 
Views om It...

STOCKTON, May 3.—Miss § Edith

Kitto this morning, where the body of 
Mrs. Hassell was being prepared for 
burial whidh took place this afternoon. 
Hassell merely said: “How do you do, 
Edith?” to which she replied coldly 
with a nod of her head,’ “Mr. Hassell.” 

After a talk of business matters rel- 
ative to the disposal of Mrs. Hassell’s 
personal property, Miss Cox informed 
the reporter that it was the first time 
she had met Hassell since he had 
driven herself and Mrs. Hassell out of 
the house in Oakland with a whip.

NO “BLOOD MONEY” PAID. 


Trouble Expected in Manning the 
British Ship Troop With Sailors. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—Trouble 
is expected on the steamship Columbia 
before she reaches Astoria, Or., tomor- 
row. She carries in the steerage four- 
teen sailors for ahe British ship How- 
ard D. Troop, accompanied by armed 
watchmen, while in another part of the 
vessel are two ‘boarding masters who 
have undertaken to prevent any deep- 
water ship from getting a crew; ex-_ 
cept on terms imposed by the Boarding- 
Masters’ Association of Portland. These 
men are also armed, and there may be 
a clash when an attempt is made to 
put the sailors aboard the Troop at 
Astoria. 

The trouble began February 20, last, 
when the new haw passed by Congress 
went into effect. According ¢o its pro- 
visions the captain of any vessel, Ameri- 
can or foreign, is only allowed to give 
one month’s advance to a sailor. The 
boarding-masters then determined to 
resist the law and attempted to secure 
its repeal. They controlled the supply 
of. sailors, and refusing to accept any 
advance, asked $100 “blood money” for 
each man furnished. This demand has 
now been raised to $112 per sailor. 

Capt. Corning of the Howard D. Troop 
refused to pay $1406 “blood money”, for 
the men he needed, and sent to thig city 
for them. They were secured by the 
payment of a month’s advance and a 
“gift’’ of $25 each, and avere sent ¢o 
Astoria guarded by two watchmen. 
Two members of the Boarding-Masters’ 
Association of Portland, R. McCarron 
and T. Murphy accompany them, and 
are confident that they can dissuade the 
sailors from manning the Troop.

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT] 
NEW YORK, May 3.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says be- 
fore the departure of the cruiser Chi- 
cago yesterday from Punta Delgada, 
Acting Secretary Allen sent instruc- 
tions to Rear-Admiral Howison direct- 
ing him to proceed to Tangier, 
Morocco.

EASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


JEFFERSON CITY (Mo.,) May 2.— 
The House today passed and sent to the 
Governor for signature, two bills, in- 
}tended to give the Attorney-General 
almost unlimited power in the prosecu- 
tion of trusts. One permits that official 
to require officers of corporations whom 
he may believe to have formed a trust, 
and against which companies he may 
desire to proceed, to appear to give tes- 
timony in regard to the matter. The 
penalty for failure ‘to appear is im- 
prisonment for contempt. This bill is 
intended to make the officers furnish 
testimony to convict themselves in ad- 
vance of proceedings against them. 

The other bill enables the Supreme 
Court to fix a place in the State where 
officers or corporations against whom 
the Attorney-General is proceeding for 
violation of the anti-trust law, can ap- 
pear and testify. This bill is intended 
to prevent the necessity for the Attor- 
ney-General to go all over the United 
States to take testimony, as was done 
in the recent suit against the insurance 
companies. 


SUGAR GOES UP. 


Second Advance in One Month—Hise 
Attributed to Firm Raw Sugar. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.1 
NEW YORK, May 3.—The American 
Sugar Refining Company today ad- 
vanced the price of all refined sugars 
sold by jt one-eighth of a _ cent. per 
pound. Standard granulated was 
placed at 5% cents, against 5% yester- 
day, and 5% a month ago. The move 
was quickly followed by all independ- 
ent refineries. The advance was really 
begun in London,’ where refined sugar 
prices have been hardening for some 
days. It was forced by the decided 
firmness in raw. sugar which cut down 
decidedly the margin of refiners’ profits. 
Imports of raw sugar in the United 
States during March increased 102,000, - 
000 pounds over March, 189%, and in the 
nine’ months since last June the in- 
crease was fully 1,000,000,000 pounds.

Old Man Masterton, the Alleged Vil- 
lain, Dies Shortly After the 
Shooting—Other in Custody. 
Young Woman’s Crime. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, May 3.—Alexander 
Masterton, a director of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, 72 years of 
age. was snot and killed this afternoon 
by James Neal Plumb in the Burling- 
ton: Hotel, on West Thirtieth street. 
Mastefton was hsot five times and died 
within an hour or two. The murder 
was premeditated as evidenced by a 
voluminous statement written in ad- 
vance by Plumb and given out after 
his arrest. 
At present the real motive of the 
crime is unknown. Plumb, in _ his 
statement issued ‘“‘to the public” and 
entitled ‘““‘Why I, J. Neal Plumb, shot 
Alexander Masterton,” declared that he 


~had been actuated to do the shooting, 


because of a systematical hounding of 
him by Masterton. Plumb declared 
further that Masterton had not only 
ruined him financially, but had at- 
tempted to alienate the affections of 
his wife and children, and to cause his 
gocial downfall. Plumb’s statements, 
one of which was addressed to rhe 
Associated Press, deal with a period of 
his career embracing the past thirty- 
five years, are rambling in many places 
and conclude with the following: 

“No man has a higher regard for 
human life than I have. But the just 
and 1ighteous punishment of Alexander 
Masterton is decreed by an outraged 
God, and I am simply the humble in- 
strument in His hands, as He has se- 
lected me as His chosen instrument 
of wrathful vengeance. I ha¥e rid che 
evorid of a man who is not fit to live 
and whose death a thousand. times over 
could never atone for the rfonstrous 
wrongs done me.” 

Masterton and Plumb met by agree- 
ment in the Burlington Hotel at 1:30 
p.m., in the apartments occupied by 
Manager Cole. They had been there but 
a short time when five shots were fired 
in rapid succession. Plumb then came 
out and walked into the reception room 
awaiting arrest. He was taken before 
Police Captain Price, and later before 
a magistrate in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court and held. 

In his statement Plumb writes as fol- 


lows: 


“The reason for taking this serious 
Step was that for upward.of thirty-five 
years, commencing as far back as 1862; 
at the time of my marriage engage- 
ment, this man has followed me like a 
sleuth hound from that time to this, 
and yet I was never able to discover 
the oause or motive of his animosity 
tow me, as when he commenced to 
a me, I had never seen the man 
or ever heard of him. Again, in 1885, 
on my return from California, after 
three year’s absence, he at once re- 
newed the intrigues against me in my 


.family and in public, secretly doing me 


all the injury in his power, socially and 
financially. After all these years, down 
to 1876, this man was constantly plot- 
ting and conspiring against me endeav- 
oring to undermine my wife's confi- 
dence in me by covert insinuations and 
endevoring in eveny way to alienate 
the affections of my wife and children, 
and he had a powerful influence, be- 
ing the trustee of my wife's large es- 


In 1877 Mrs. Plumb died in Paris, 
and Plumb returned here and went to 


live ‘at Islip, L. He recites a 
number of circumstances shawing 
Masterton’s alleged conspiracy to 


alienate the affections of his children, 
a French ‘maid acting as a spy for 
Masterton. Plumb refers to another 
“conspiracy” begun in 1885, which he 
says is known to his friends in New 
York and Washington as the ‘“Wash- 
ington conspiracy,” wWhere eldest 
daughter, Minnie, laid a trap for Mas- 
terton and his lawyers, by means of 
decov letters and telegrams, and that 
his enemy fell into the trap and did 
not know he had been trapped unti! 
his daughter displayed the motive of 
these telegrams in Surrogate Rollins’ 
court during an action brought in con- 
nection with the case. 

After reciting the story of the mar- 
riage of his son, J. Ivers Plumb, in 
1885. with a woman named Anna Bur- 
ton. of whom he spe in no com- 
plimentary terms, and laying the blame 
for this undesirable marriage at Mas- 
terton’s door. he refers to what he 
calls the last “conspiracy of Alexanders 
Masterton. which has eulminated his 
long years of cruel, vindictive oppres- 
sion. by his punishment decreed by 
an outraged God.” 

He says that soon after his son’s “dis- 
graceful marriage” he went to Burope, 


. intending to make his home in ‘South- 


ampton, Eng., and he and his daugh- 
ters were as happy there as they could 
be with a cloud hanging over them in 
the moral death of his son. He next 
refers to the kidnaving of his daugh- 
ter Leonita. in 1888, after they had 
returned to New York. She was forced 
into a carriage by agents of Master- 
ton. he avers, and taken to the Vic- 
toria Hotel. Later she was taken to 
Troy. She subsequently regained her 
freedom. The object of this abduc- 
tion, Plumb claims, was to force the 
girl to give up her father. Plurabd de- 
clares that the wrongs which Master- 


, ton had done him no law could reach. 


A chambermaid at the Burlington 
who was the only one near the room 
in which the shooting occurred, told 
the police that she heard the men in 
angry conversation just before she 
heard the pistol shots. One of the 
men, she said, and she is positive it 
was not Masterton, said in an angry 
tone: “I will not be satisfied with 
that amount.” 

Two shots were fired in quick succes- 
sion a moment later, and then. three 
more. Pumb come out of the room 
perfectly collected, and said to her: 
“There's a man in. trouble in there.” 
He then went down stairs and into the 
reception room, where later he was ar- 
rested, 

Alexander Masterton was a leading 
resident of Mount Vernon, where he 
occupied a handsome home with his 
wife and two daughters, Mrs. C. B. 
Tibbats and Mrs. W. H. Ferris. He 
was formerly connected with the old 
Manufacturers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
of New York, and lajer was interested 


in the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 


pany. He had the management of 
many estates and was interested heav- 
ily in Westchester real estate. He had 
held a number of pubile offices. He 
was a prominent member of the Ma- 
fonic fraternity, and was a popular 


man in Mcunt Vernon,

Loud Uproar in the Chamber of 
Deputices—Retirement of the Cab- 
inet Anticipated at 
Washington. 


[ASSOCIATED I’RESS DAY REPORT.} 

ROME, May 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Immediately upon the open- 
ing of the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day, Gen. Pellieux, the Premier and Min- 
ister of the Interior, arose and ad- 
dressed an attentive house. He said in 
consequence of interpellations touching 
the Chinese question, the government 
had considered the gravity of the 
situation. The effect of yesterday’s 
debate showed a large minority in the 
Chamber of Deputies against the min- 
istry’s action in China, which would be 
supported by only a weak majority. 
Therefore, the Prime Minister said. 
there could be no useful result from 
further discussion. 

Gen. Pellieux said he wondered how 
a modest commercial initiative in China 
could justify fears of military expansion 
in Eryhtrea. The government, he said, 
could not consent to withdraw Italian 
warships from the Yellow Sea, and 
therefore resigned. 

“The Prime Minister’s statement’ was 
greeted by.loud murmurs from. the 
Leftists. Gen. Pelliewx concluded by 
announcing the resignation of the Cabi- 
net.

DREYFUS INQUIRY. 


Net Slowly, Steadily Closing Around 
the French General Staff, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PARIS, May 3.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
Slowly but steadily the net is closing 
around-the French general staff in the 
Dreyfus revision inquiry. Gen. Mer- 
cier, who was Minister of War at the 
time Dreyfus was condemned, on being 
called upon by M. De Freycinet, the 
present Minister of War, to produce 
the report regarding the secret dossier, 
which Lieut.-Col.*Paty du Clam testi- 
fied had been sent to Mercier, replied 
that he had destroyed it, and he called 
Gen. Gonz as a witness to the truth 

of the statement. 

Unfortunately for Mercier, Gen. 
Gonz had already testified before the 
Court of Cassation that although Mer- 
cier had destroyed the original, he 
kept a copy. Another anti-Dreyfus 
argument has received its death blow. 
Gen. Zurlinden, military governor of 
Paris, and others while testifying be- 
fore the Court of Cassation, attached 
great importance to the closing sen- 
tence of the bordereau: “I am start- 
ing for the maneuvers,” as proving the 
guilt of Dreyfus and the innocence of 
Esterhazy, inasmuch as the staff pro- 
bationers were only notified August 
29 that they would not be required to 
attend the maneuvers. It has now 
been proved that this notification was 
actually dated May 17. Therefore 
Dreyfus could not have written, “I 
am starting for the maneuvers,” in the 
following August. 

It is rumored that it was Lieut.-Col. 
Paty du Clam himself, who communi- 
cated to the Figaro the depositions 
made before the Court of Cassation.

CONVENTION HALL ASSURED.

Monster Pavilion to Be Erected 


Withia a Year. 

Los ‘Angeles will have a largé con- 
vention hall within @ year unless the 
plans of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association miscarry. The con- 
templated structure is to be. erected 
at a cost of about $125,000, and will 
have a seating capacity of from 15,000 
to 20,000 persons, As yet the plans 
are in embryo, but definite action is 
to be taken on the matter at a special 
meeting of the association, which will 
probably be held next week. — 

The board of directors of the asso- 
ciation has been making inquiries in 
eastern cities for several weeks past, 
as to the cost of large convention halls 
and the methods adopted in raising 
funds for their erection. As a result 
of this investigation, the directors are 
now prepared to make a proposition to 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. for the erection in this city 
of a large building, which will be 
permanent and a monument to the city. 
Although the method of raising funds 
for its erection have not been made 
public. it is said that the plan adopted 
will be that of popular subscription 
for stock. 


It is contemplated to build the hall] 
chiefly of stucco, which is claimed to 
be absolutely fireproof. Several plans 
are being considered, but the general 
idea is to erect a building of one 
story. The front part is to be devoted 
to store buildings, and an entrance to 
the large auditorium, which will be In 
the center. and rear of the building, 
and be lighted through a large dome. 
Such a building would furnish accom- 
mod@tions for the headquarters of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and other commercial bodies, if 
they desired to locate there. A per- 
manent home product exhibition will 
be established in the building as soon 
as it is erected, and the hall will be 
arranged for the accommodation of 
large meetings, conventions, carnivals, 
> any public enter-

e Merch&nts’ and Manu

In a brief speech, Judge Stephens 
then introduced the speaker of the 
evening to the club, and to the other 
persons who filled the hall. 

Mr. Phelan spoke, in effect, as fol- 
lows: “I am visiting the south for the 
purpose of rest, and while some people 
may rest their minds while speaking 
I- hope the committee that waited upon 
me to address‘ you tonight does ‘not 
class me in the same category. I don't 
know that I can speak to you with 
wisdom tonight upon what the amend- 
ment here offered you contains, but 
we have had to grapple with them in 
San Francisco, and I can offer some 
suggestions from experience. Although 
a city is but a small part of the re- 
public, any large one, and the wants 
of its people, may be taken as a fair 
index to the wants of the nation. Mu- 
nicipal government affects the people 
as intimately as acts of the Legislature 
— Congress, or of the Chief Execu- 

ve. 

“In the time of Jefferson there were 
no corporations to speak of—no vast 
aggregations of capital—certainly no 
trusts. When corporate powers are 
granted the State creates a monster 
that avill devour it. Years ago kings 
and princes knew it was dangerous to 
grant such powers and they were with- 
held. The corporations, trusts and lit- 
tle companies that furnish water and 


light have power to work politicians to 
their benefit: the regulating of this 
must be done through politicians and 
the evil falls back on the people. Peo- 
ple think the representation system all 
right, but they have repeatedly seen 
bad men going shamelessly out of of- 
fice, and new ones coming in with 
good intentions, only to fall under the 
spell of the bribing trusts. I believe 
in falling back upon the old principles 
and reposing confidence in the people 
directly.” 

Speaking of the system of initiative 
and referendum which San Francisco 
has adopted, Mr-Phelan offered as one 
of its advantages the fact. that 15 per 
cent. of the voters could request the 
submission to the people’s suffrage of 
any enactment they might desire, when 
a majority vote would put it in full 
force and effect. — 

Mr. Phelan was tinterrupted fre- 
quently by applause, and when he had 
finished those present gave him an 
ean vote of thanks for his ad-

IV.-FEUDALISM. 
By George Emory Fellows, Ph.D. 

When looking broadly at the 1900 
years of the Christian era we see the 
first 300 or 400 years characterized as 
belonging to the period of the Roman 
empire. The last 300 or 400 years are 
given to the growth of individual na- 
tions. The intervening eleven or twelve 
centuries exhibit first a period of de- 


cay and breaking up of the Roman em- 


pire, then the revival of the Roman em- 
pire of the west by Charlemagne, and 
the gap from the empire of Charle- 
magne to the time of the modern na- 
tions is filled with what is known as 
the feudal period. 
To the beginning and end of this pe- 
riod, like those ofall historie- periods, 
no definite datés can be assigned. His- 
toric movements grow more or les rap- 
idly and decline more or less perceptibly, 
they do not begin and end abruptly. 
The feudal system furnished political 
and military organization which served 
as government for Europe for several 
centuries after the ninth or tenth. To 
exactly define and to find the origin of 
the feudal system is perhaps more dif- 
ficult than any other task to the stu- 
dent of historic institutions. for two 
reasons—because it began in the pri- 
vate relations of individuals and be- 
cause very few writings or other his- 
torical material of that period exist. In 
studying feudalism, as in studying any 
other institution, we must remember 
that no institution is whoTly new, but 
is modification of 6F addition to some 
previously existing institution and that 
in addition to the particular causes 


ciety favorable to its growth. 

As the German invaders overran the 
territory formerly held by the Romans, 
certain customs established by the Ro- 
mans, and those the Germans intro- 
duced, rapidly adjusted themselves into 
‘a common practice, so that the feudal 
system is one of the best illustrations 
of German and Roman factors together 
forming a new institution. The Roman 
“client system”’ and the German ‘“‘com- 
itatus” each furnish customs which 
were adopted’ in the practice of feu- 
dalism. 

The difference between feudalism and 
the modern national state consists 
ehiefly in this—that the public duties 
and obligations which now a citizen 
owes to the state weré under feudal- 
— due as personal services to some 
individual in return for land received 
from him. The feudal state did not de- 
pend upon its inhabitants as citizens, 
but upon certain individuals to perform 
specified services for the King, and 
these in turn depended upon others for 
services which enabled them to ‘dis: 
charge their duties to the king. 

The application of the feudal prin- 
ciple differed somewhat in France, 
England, Germany and Italy, but the 
main outlines which we shall describe 
are common to all the countries of 
Western Europe. 


LAND AND PERSONAL ELEMENTS. 
In practice both the land and per- 
sonal eléments of -the complete feudal 
System were not always joined, yet 
quite often enough to say that in the 
perfect feudal system the lord always 
gave the vassal land which was called 
the “benefice” or ‘‘fief.”” This land elé- 
ment established a bond of mutual 
fidelity and protection, which is the per- 
sonal relation. 
ORIGIN OF THE FEUDAL SYSTEM. 

In seeking the origin of the system 
we must inquire how duties which are 
now considered public—such as military 
service—became private services which 
were paid as a form of rent for land. 
Here it is evident that the roots of 
the system extend back beyond the time 
when the system itself was recognized 
as existing. During the period of tRe 
decline and fall of the Roman empire 
the ability of the government to pro- 
tect the citizens grew less and less. 
There was danger from invaders. from 
laborers in insurrection, revolted 
troops and usurping emperors, and the 
state was too weak to maintain order. 
Under such circumstances there al- 
Ways arise men more or less numerous 
who, by reason of ¢heir wealth, rank 
or abilities, can defend themselves and 
offer protection to the weak. The 
weaker men clustering about the strong 
ones add to their power, and thus here 
and there are soon formed independent 
fragments of the former:state. These 
are the germs of the feudal system. 
Small land-owners being at a_ disad- 
vantage, found themselves threatened 
with entire destraction and gave up the 
title ¢0 their land to some large land- 
owner near ‘them and received 
the land back to cultivate. The 
former owner’ received protection 
and the full use of the land in ex- 
change for the _ ¢itle; and so 
long as the new lord remained wel! 
disposed toward him his actual condi- 
tion was much improved. He was not 
likely ¢o be disturbed in his tenure, for 
laborers were scarce: and, again, when 
attacked his lord had a military force 
to protect him, or he migtt take refuge 
in the castle, which his lord had built 
on an almost inaccessible hilltop. 

The ruins’ which travelers find so in- 
teresting along the Rhine and in various 
parts of Germany and France are those 
of the strong fortresses built by feudal 
lords during these troublous times. The 
necessity which caused them ¢o be built 
no longer exists and most of them are 
crumbling to decay. Indeed, in the 
eighteenth century, many of them were 
attacked and demolished by the de- 
scendan¢ts of the peasants who had 
cheerfully assisted in building them. 
When they were built they meant 
safety to the cultivators of neighboring 
lands. Centuries later. when socia! 
conditions were changed, they seemed 
to the peasants merely the emblems of 
oppression. 

The freeman who owned no land often 
went to the powerful lord, became en- 
rolled in his household, and in return 
for the protection gave such service as 
might be expected of a freeman—more 
often, perhaps, military service. The 
forces thus formed, together with armed 
serfs, added to the power of the wealthy 
lord and served to defend the locality 
against the incursions of invaders,’ 

Sometimes these tocal podtentates 
exercised functions of the state; such as 
judicial rights. At first this was for- 
bidden by the laws and regarded as 
usurpation but in the later feudal state 
these practices became legalized and re-. 
garded as duties, and the only. sover- 
eignty of the state was that of the 
feudal lord over his ¢erritory and ten- 
ants. 
MILITARY SERVICE BECOMES A 

PRIVATE DUTY. 

During the time of Charlemagne the” 
growth.of his dominions required mili- 
tary campaigns almost constan/ly and 
at great distances. The-eemrhon Ger- 
man custom -had been that all freemen 
contributed. their military service un- 
paid, but in the* enterprise of Charle- 
magne this, began to be very burden- 
some gnd the poorer citizens especially 
could no longer endure it, there 
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there are the general conditions of so- | 
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disappear. ‘Charlemagne tried to over- 
come the difficulty by a series of @nact- 
ments, but the imperial authority was 
not sufficiently respected to cause 
obedience until he hit upon a decree: 
which, by. reason of its appeal to the 
pride of. human nature, was effective. 
This was that the vassals might come 
into the service under the command of 
their own lords instead of in a general 
levy under a governmental officer. 
Naturally every lord would desire t9 
gain influence and appreciation by ap- 
pearing at the head of as large and 
well-equipped a body of vassals as pos- 
sible. At any rate, this plan of Charle- 
magne succeeded and was followed in 
following gererations as the regular 
method. The method was effective in 
securing military service but it is clear 
that the service was no longer fpr the 
state, but merely the regular duty. of 


lord detained him longer he remained 
at the lord’s expense. Oftenfimes €he 
forty days’. period of service ended 
the midst of a local ‘war, and this 
greatly. embarrassed the leaders. To- 
ward the end of the feudal ertiod 
there was a growing tendenty -to 
change the personal service inth «@ 
money payment, and with this the lord 
could hire soldiers, who would not 
leave when perhaps they were most 
needed. 

Details of the duties of lord and vas- 
sal toward each other are many and 
interesting, but they may be all 
summed up in the words “service” af 
the vassal to his lord and “protection” 
of the vassal by his lord. 

Intimately connected with feudalism 
was the institution of chivalry, which 
emphasized personal bravery, truth- 
telling and respect for women. The 
duty of following a lord at one’s own 
expense, at first a burden, became 
under the picturesqueness of chivalry 
the highest honor of a feudal gentle- 
man. 

Feudalism was an institution suited 
to the barbarous times, and it served to 
maintain in theory the authority and 
organization of the State when pther- 
wise anarchy might have held sway. 

By the time that feudalism had its 
settled form. events occurred which 
favored the growth of the power of the 
king, and hence a general government 
began to replace the authority of local 


| lords, and the feudal system began to 


decline. The causes of the fall of the 
system are the causes leading to the 
formation: of the modern nations.

| These feudat 


lords were the sourtes of strength in 
their own locality. They only were ca- 
pable of maintaining any real order 
and security. For this very reason 
their power gradually increased. It 
was better for the vassals and ofher 
dependents to obey the lord and to look 
to him alone for justice and protection 
than to be merely subjects of a state 
whose authority existed only In theory. 
During the whole period of feud- 
alism the. theory of the 
power of state continued to 
be recognized, but actually the real 
power’ was in the hands of the 
local lords in their strong § castles 
surrounded by their own little armies, 
and the State could do nothing. The 
lack of roads and other means of com- 
munication rendered it impossible for 
the state to bring its power into direct 
contact with the péople in different 
parts of the country. Again all the 
officers. of the state were necessarily 
local magnates, who were constantly 
striving to shake off any control and 
increase their own importance. The 
interests of the people in one part of 
the country were not the same as those 
in another, and everything tended to 
destroy rather than create any national 
feeling of patriotism. The king. him- 
self had only -the power he could com- 
mand as a feudal lord in his own 
éstates; and the ris@w of the family of 
Capet, from which came the kings of 
France for over 800 years, was owing to 
their strong lo power, while the de- 
scendants of Charlemagne had none. 
Powerful as the first Capetians were, it 
was a long tima before they were able 
to extend their’ authority into other 
fields than their own. When, however, 
they succeeded in showing themselves 
more powerful than the other fuedal 
lords the royal power gained in recog- 
nition and the fuedal power declined. 
FEUDALISM NOT SYSTEMATIC. 
The feudal system was never thor- 
oughly systematic: It has been called 
by Prof. Adams of Yale ‘confusion 
roughly. organized.” An erroneous no- 
tion has been given by certain law 
writers in treating upon land law and 
social rank that feudalism was a per- 
fectly systematized organization, and 
that it was introduced al! at once into 
England after the conquest by William 
the Norman, while in France only had 
it been a gradual growth. Further, they 
go on to expound a very beautiful 
theory. According to this a king owns 
all the soil of the kingdom. Of course, 
he cannot cultivate it all himself. He 
has to meet all the expenses of state, 
provide for defense, enforcement of 
law, commerce, currency, etc.; so he di- 
via the kingdom into several large 
divi8ions, each of which he gives to 
one man, who promises to perform. 
certain public duties as compensati®n 
for this land. These men are the great 
lords or peers of the kingdom, and so 
long as they fulfill their duties they 
hold their lands and transmit them to 
their heirs. These great lords divide 
their lands among their vassals and 
these in turn again divide their por- 
tions among others below them. Each 
man is vassal to theeone above him and 
lord to the one below. The united serv- 
ices of the vassals to any one lord en- 
able him to perform his duties to the 
lord of whom he is himself vassal. 
While there is @ general correspond- 
ence between this theory and the actual 
practices of feudalism, it is entirely 
wrong to suppose that there ever ex- 
isted anywhere such a mathematically 
organized system. It is very evident 
from the way that the feudal system 
grew, slowly and to meet local needs, 


that there never could have been a 
plan so completely arranged. The 
grades of rank and nobility were of 


later growth than feudalism, and the 
size of a fief had little to do with the 
title of the holder. A man of certain 
rank often held one of higher rank 
as vassal. and frequently the title of 
the holder of a fief was changed, while 
the fief remained the same. Sometimes 
one lord wished to secure land from an- 
other of equal or lower rank. To do 
this he must go through the ceremony 
of “homage’’ and become his vassal 
exactly as though he were of inferior 
rank. As the holding of all land came 
to be feudal, it is clear that rank and 
organization might become very much 
mixed. and the same man would be 
vassal to two lords for different pieces 
of land. or. possibly might become both 
lord and vassal to the same man. 
CEREMONY OF HOMAGE. 
The regular ceremony for becoming 
the sworn feudal subject of a lord was 
simple but impressive. The man came 
before the lord and was formally re- 
ceived. Then he knelt, laid his hands 
in those of the lord, and declared in a 
loud voice that he henceforth would 
be his ‘‘man’’ (homo, from this, .the 
word homage.) for such and suth a 
fief. The lord then raised him from 
the ground and gave him the kiss of 
peace. The “man"’ then ‘took the oath 
of fidelity upon the gospels or upon 
the relics of the gaints. 
OBLIGATIONS. 


The obligations assumed by the oath 
of homage were different in different 
countries. and varied with, the particu- 
lar circumstances of the contract. The 
dulties were military, civil and finah- 
cial. The most important, was the 
military.

The only general regulations issued by 
Capt. Richardson have been fog closing 
saloons, dancing halls and camps 
places from 6 a.m. until 9 p.m. on n- 
day and against the carrying of con- 
cealed weapons. 

He says he may be obliged to pre- 
scribe in addition some general regyla- 
tions upon sanitation and police with’ 
the coming of spring. He established 
a patrol of one non--commissioned offi- 
cer and six men in the town, and re- 
ports that this work has been sati#fac- 
tory and acceptable to the better ele- 
ment. He commends the work of the 
commissioners’ court at Circle City, 
which, he says, has maintained itself 
with dignity and administered the law 
within the limits of its authority. 

At the time Capt. Richardson sent 
his report, no mail had been received 
over the ice from the States. He unh- 
derstood that the first mail sent through 
early in the season was lost. Local 
and delayed mail was received from the 
outside in November and December. 
He directs attention to the advantage 
of a cross route from Circle City to 
| Cook's Inlet or some other poiat on 
the coast. The up-river and lake coun- 
try is only safe for travel during two 
or three months of the elosed season, 
Whereas the overland route could be 
initiated while the river is closed.

AN IDLE THREAT. 

A recent dispatch from St. Louis, 
Mo., quoted the Post-Dispatch of that 
city to the. following effect: a 

“Dr. Emil Praetorius, editor of the 
St. Louis Westliche Post, one of the 
most influential German dailies’ of 
the Mississippi Valley, who has been 
identified with the Republican party 
ever since its birth, said today in an 
interview, that the guns of the Ger- 
man press are directed against the ex- 
pansion policy of President McKin- 
ley, and that the meeting of trans- 
missouri German newspaper repre- 
sentatives, held here this: week, was 
the forerunner of a systematic move- 


_. ment to fight imperialism, militarism | 


and jingoism in the Republican 
party. He added that the German 
press is a unit in opposition to 
forcible annexation by criminal ag- 
gression. °If the German demands 
are not respected, Dr. Praetorius de- 
clares the question will be carried into 
the next Republican convention, and 
that defeat there will mean the forma- 
tion of a new political party.” 

It is possible, but altogether im- 
probable, that Dr. Emil Praetorius 
is authorized to speak for American 
citizens of German descent. The 
more plausible presumption is that 
he assumes to speak for a class of 
citizens who have in no wise author- 
ized him to voice their sentiments nor 
to outline their probable course of 
action.” In other words, the proha- 
the 
Westliche Post speaks for himself 
alone, and that his threat as to the 
formation of “a new political party” 
is an idle utterance, which has no 
significance, other than that of the 
spiteful outgiving of a narrow-minded 
politician with an ax to grind. 


This talk about “the German press,” 


“the German demands,” etc., etc., is 
extremely disgusting. There is; or 
should be, no “German press” outside 
the German empire. Least of all 
should any such thing as “the Ger- 
man press” be _ recognized the 
United States. This is a very large 
country, but it is not large enough to 
contain any kind of press except the 
American press, and no attention 
should be paid to “German de- 
mands,” or French demands, or Irish 
demands, or any other demands, ex- 
cepting American demands. No per- 
son who claims American citizenship 
—who professes allegiance to and re- 


ceives the protection of the flag we 


love—has a right to make demands 
of any kind upon the government of 
the United States in the name of a 
foreign power. 

We have had altogether too much 
talk about ‘“German-Americans,” 
“Trish-Americans,” etc. 
of alien birth who renounces alle- 
giance to the land of his nativity and 
pledges himself to uphold the Con- 
stitution and the laws of the United 
States, becomes by such action a plain 
American without frills. Nefther our 
national Constitution, our State Con- 
stitution, nor our statutory laws, 
recognize German, Irish, Italian, Eng- 
lish, Russian or any other foreign 
brand of Americans. Within the 
purview of the law, all. citizens are 
simply Americans—nothing more. 

American citizens of foreign descent 
have no moral right to group them- 
selves together for any purpose on 
the basis of their former nationality.

SUPPRESS THE SLOT MACHINES. 
The Mayor and the Board of Po- 
lice Commissiorers, of which the 
Mayor is ex-officio the head, are to be 
congratulated upon their 
action in-*instructing the Chief of Po- 


| lice to notify all saloon-keepers to re- 


move. their nickel-in-the-siét  ma- 
chines at once on pain of revocation 
of their licenses. This radical course 
will, doubtless, do away with the slot 
machine nuisance, so far as the sa- 
loons are ciaiien at once. But, as 
the Mayor points outin his statement 
to the Board of Police Commissioners, 
not all the slot machines are found in 
saloons. . “There are others,” and 
they are located in cigar stands, bil- 
liard rooms, and other places over 


which the Police Commissioners have | 


no jurisdiction. It hardly need be said 
that if the slot machine is to be ban- 
ished from saloons it should also be 
driven out of other places of resort. 
It, therefore, rests with the Council 
to take such action as it has power 
to take for the suppression of these 
gambling devices which cannot be 
reached by the police authorities. The 
recommendation of the Police Board, 
to the effect that the Council should 
impose upon these machines a license 
so high that it will be prohibitive, ap- 
pears to be sound. The Council’s 
plain duty would seem to be to follow 
this recommendation; for it would 
certainly not be fair to compel the 
saloon-keepers to remove their slot 
machines while permitting cigar 
stands, billiard rooms and other re- 
sorts to retain them: 

And while the Council has the mat- 
ter of slot machines under considera- 
tion, it would not be a bad idea to 
impose a license of some sort upon the 
small slot machines which pay in 
merchandise instead of in money— 
when they pay at all. These ma- 
chines, while they are perhaps not 
quite so harmful to public morals as 
the slot machines which pay money, 
are unquestionably gambling or lot- 
tery devices. The principle is the 
same, whether the winnings be paid in 
cash or in’ merchandise, though the 
temptation to gamble is not so great 
in. the case of the small machines 
which pay in merchandise. From a 
moral point of view, the small 
machines have no more right to be 
tolerated than have the larger ma- 
chines. Both are inimical to'the pub- 
lic morals, the difference being one of 
degree only. The Coungil should 
make a clean sweep of the whole sys- 
tem. It has no right to make the 
city a partner in the nefarious busi- 
ness of buncoing the public,

AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA. 

Every investigation that is made 
into the resources of Alaska tends to 
increase the value of that great terri- 
tory, which many Americans believed 
to be almost worthless when it was 
purchased bythe United States from 
Russia. siffte then we have learned 
to realize the great worth of the ter- 
ritory in furs and fish and minerals.

must now add agriculture and stock 
raising.

The investigations 
were conducted last year under the 
direction of the Director of the Office 
of Experiment Stations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, by 
Prof. C. C. Georgeson, who is thor-

A STAMPEDE CHECKED. 

In the development of wealth and 
resources of California che discovery 
of mines is an important factor, and 
in, the truthful exploitation of the 
work of the prospector, the press per- 
forms a service to the public. 
ports of new finds and strikes be care- 
fully scrutinized and divested of 
fanciful exaggeration, for the public 
mind is easily excited by glittering 
tales of gold, and thousands of men 
are ready to drop their legitimate 
business and rush away to any distant 
field that seems to promise sudden 
wealth. Had it been practicable to 
investigate the stories brought down 
from the Klondike and to ascertain the 
exact facts, probably many thousands 
would have been deterred from the 
wild rush to Alaska, and much suffer- 


been averted. 

A few days ago, reports were sent 
out from Kramer, a station on the 
desert in San Bernardino county, to 
the effect that diggings richer than the 
Klondike had been found, and that 
gold could be picked up by the bucket- 
ful from the desert sands. Some 
newspapers printed these _ reports 
without any“€ffort to abcertain the 
truth, and a rush to the new strike 
was started, which was the very thing 
the authors of the reports were count- 
ing upon for their own profit. 

Instead of accepting the statements 
of unknown and irresponsible persons 
and publishing matter calculated to 
promote a stampede, Tur TIMES sent 
a competent representative to the 
scene of the alleged discovery to as- 
certain the truth. The result of his 
investigation was given on Tuesday 
+} morning, in time td save many per- 
sons the expense and trouble of a 
trip to the scene of the pretended 
strike. It was found that there was 
no justification for the report of a 
fabulous find on the desert, and that 
the attempt to create excitement and 


ignorance ‘and  acquisitiveness in 
about equal parts. Partial develop- 
ment of a good prospect was the only 
basis for the original boom story, but 
there was just enough of truth in the 
yarn to induce prospectors to hasten 
to the ground to investigate for them- 
selves. 

Such attempts to incite stampedes 
work nothing but injury to every in- 
terest affected, and tend to discredit 
legitimate mining. The men who 
have spent time and money to get to 
Kramer, hoping to find fortunes, have 
a right to complain that they- have 
been swindled, and they have just 
grounds for complaint against a rail- 
road company that took no steps to 
ascertain whether the reports sent 
out by its agent were true or false. 

What the railroad company should 
have done and failed to do was done 
by Tue Times for the protection of 
the public and in the interest of hon- 
est mining.

Tripler’s Surplasage of Liquid Air. 

T. S. VAN DYKE, Los Angeles: Can- 
not the greater part, if not all, of the 
surplus of liquid air that Tripler 
claims be accounted for by the use of 
enough running water sufficiently cold? 
If heat stands in the way of power 
and is removed by cold water, is not 
the cold water negative heat, and just 
as much a power as if if were positive 
heat? 

In the McLure article and in. Peck- 
ham’s in the April Century, as well as 
in all the discussions I have seen or 
heard, the amount of water used to 
cool the compressed air, and its tem- 
perature, are quietly ignored as a mere 
trife. Those who know waat it costs 
to obtain and fetter water for service 
own that it may be a very important 

em. 

Tripler says the compressed air en- 
ters the liquefying coils at a tempera- 
ture of 50. As it takes 312 below zero 
at least to liquefy the air in the coils, 
both these temperatures, or $62 deg. 
of heat, must be absorbed in the ex- 
pansion necessary to do the freezing. 
Allowing for the negative heat, or cold, 
lost in the process, it is probable that 
nearly 400 deg. of heat had to be sub- 
tracted from the compressed air before 
its expansion coukl do full duty. 

Suppose the cooling coils were placed 


_in a cylinder two feet in diameter and 


fifty feet long. To reduce the temper- 
ature of the compresesd air in. the 
coils to 50 deg., rapidly enough for 
practical purposes, the water that does 
it must issue from the end of the 
cy@der, after doing duty, at a tem- 
perature less than 50. as 
Tripler had the Croton pipes to draw 
on in the dead of a’ cold winter and 
with no one to call a halt on his use 
of water this was so simple a matter 
that one who had never investigated 
the cost of water might easily over- 
look it. But it is safe to say that to 
cool one cubic foot of compressed air 
from 400 deg. down to 650 fast 
enough for practical purposes took 
quite a number of cubic feet of water 
at 40 deg., or even at 35, which is lower 
than water in pipes is likely to be in 
the coldest weather if the pipes are 
below frost. 

How much water did it take? And 
what was its temperature? No one 
seems to know or care. But used in 


+that-way-is it not-power just as much” 


as if a boiling spring were used to save 
150 deg. of heat in supplying the boiler 
of an engine? 


It is probable that it took several 


miner’s inches constant flow to do the / 


work fast enough. As a miner’s inch 
is about thirteen thousand gallons a 
day, it would give a hundred families 
130 gallons a day each. At 10 cents a 
thousand gallons it would be $1.30 an 
inch. If the city of New York should 
suddenly say: “‘We will have to put a 
meter on you and charge you 20 cents 
a thousand gallons,’’ is there riot a 
possible margin for some one to get 
left in? 

Of course this cooling could be done 
in the open air by covering the pipes 
with felt and keeping it wet. But 
here would come in the provoking 
principle that what is gained in power 
is’ lost in time, and time, especially 
nowadays, is power. By .multiplying 
wheel a man can lift many tons. But 
it will take him many minutes to do 
it. So the coils to cool off in this way 
would have to be very great in extent 
and then would have to be kept wet. 

it is also true that air once liquefied 
could be used to cool the next batch 
of compressed air. But it,could absorb 
the 400 deg., or whateve? it nay be, 
from the compressed air only by im- 
parting to it an equal amount. When 
that amount is imparted it would not 
be liquid air, but the common air we 
breathe. It is liquid only by the ab- 
eg. of heat. If this 
amount of heat were imparted quickly 
enough the effect would be like the 
explosion of dynamite. If more slowly 
it would be like slowly burning pow- 
der. Powder could be made that 
would run an engine, but it would have 
to be nearly all safety valve and in 
wonderfully good running order. Liquid 
air thus heated would have to escape 
mainly by a safety valve or engineer's 
wages would be higher than those of 
a railroad president. If it could be 
confined so as to prevent this expan- 
sion it would not receive the heat. and 
£0 would not cool the compressed air. 

Some of the expansion could be used 
for power, but the chances are that the 
power of the liquid air to cool the next 
batch: of compressed air would be re- 
duced in exact proportion. What 
could be done if it could be ‘confined 
absolutely with safety may be a ques- 
tion. but as Tripler says it cannot be 
confined it is not worth discussing. 

Tripler has certainly made a great 
discovery, or rather invention. But I 
cannot see that he claims a creation 
‘of power. He claims a surplusage of 
liquid air, and either does not know or 
does not tell where it comes from. T 
see nothing improbable in his claim if 
he can get all the water he needs and 
at a low enough temperature. And as 
a machine to utilize the negative heat 
of cold water it may be as valuable in 
certain places as a power as liquid air 
certainly will be in many other cases. 
But miner’s inches of water do not run 
in every gulch, and water at 40 or 


t-below is rather scarce in summer in 


most of our cities. And the higher 
the temperature of the water the more 
will be needed. 

The creation of power has deceived 
thousands of people and people much 
more intelligent than those who try 
to invent perpetual motion. It often 
takes a long time to find where the 
miscalculation is. But sooner or later 
something has always turned up to 
show that it is the old problem of try- 
ing to lift oneself by the bootstraps. 


A Dampage Nuisance.

A local fire insurance busi- 
néss has but to be worked up to a 
eertain volume and maintained for a 
time. as what is called a “large office,”’ 
when it is sure to disintegrate end be- 
come divided among its several back- 
ers. or office clerks. » 

This has beé@n illustrated over and 
over again in our city, and no legisla- 
tion of the Council can create a suc- 
cessful trust in underwriting. 

Common justice is opposed to it, and 
the American citizen should be al- 
lowed to solicit fire insurance, or do 
anything else which he desires to do,

When 
he was shown into the room where the 
body lay he put his hands to his face 
and almost fell as he said “It is 
mother.” 

The young man hurried home and 
notified the others of his family of the 
accident, and later in the evening the 
remains were taken to the Heinemann 
home. 

There were only a few persons who 
witnessed the accident, and none of 


happened. It appears that Mrs. fleine- 
mann had been talking to an acquaint- 
ance on the northwest corner of Ninth 
and Main streets, with her back toward 
the approaching car. She bade adieu 
to the acquaintance, and, turning to 
cross the street, walked directly in 
front of the street car. She screamed 
as the vehicle struck her, and this at- 
tracted the attention of a number of 
persons, who rushed to her assistance.

ORDERED OUT AT ONCE. 


GAMBLING MACHINES MUST BE RE- 
MOVED FROM SALOONS. 


Police Commission Supports § the 
Mayor on the Question—Effort to 
Retain Special Policemen—Bank 
Stock to Be Taxed by the City. 
City Employes’ Wages Held Up 
for Poll Tax. 


The edict of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners has gone forth, and all slo¢ 
machines which pay winnings in money 
or its representative must be removed 
from the saloons of the city as soon as 
notice can be served on the saloon- 
keepers. The alternative given the 
saloon men is the revocation of their 
saloon licenses. The police have been 
ordered to at ence notify the saloon- 
keepers of the action of the boarf. The 
order of the board does not apply to 
the simple card machines which pay 
winnings in merchandise, and as: the 


Board of Police ‘Commissioners does | 


not ¢hink it has any authority over 
cigar stands and billiard halls, these 
places are exempt from the order and 
may use any kind of machine. The 
Police Commission has referred this 
fact back to the Council, with the 
recommendation that a prohibitive li- 
cense be imposed on the money-paying 
machines. The oard’s action was 
taken at a special meeting held yester- 
day afternoon for that purpose, which 
was attended by all the commissioners. 

At the opening of the meeting the 
Mayor briefly stated why he had called 
the commissioners together. He then 
presented the following statement and 
— ons on the slot-machine ques- 

n: 

“Gentlemen: On the 24th ult. the 
City Council passed an ordinance pro- 
viding for the licensing of nickle-in-the- 
slot machines. This ordinance was re- 
turned by me to the Council on the 2d" 
inst. without approval, for the reason: 
that the machines which pay avinnings 
inemoney are in fact, if not in law.a 
gambling device of the worst descrip- 
tion. Inasmuch as the City Attorney 
had advised me that ¢hese machines 
could not be absolutely prohibited, I 
recommended to the Council, as a 
practical means of reaching the same 
end, that so high a license be imposed 
upon them as to drive them out of busi- 
ness. This «he Council did not see fit 
to do, although the veto was sustained. 
Upon the recommendation of the Fi- 
nance Committee the Council requested 
this board to enforce a resolution 
adopted by the previous Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners, on June 15, _ 1897, 
declaring that the ‘maintenance in any 
paloon in this city of a nickel-in-the- 
slot or gambling machine which pays 
winnings in money shall be regarded as 
sufficient reason for revoking the li- 
cense of such saloon.’ The board has 
been called together today to take 
pengen upon this request of the Coun-

“Tt appears, however, from the re- 
port of the Finance Committee, that at 
the time when the ordinance licensing 
these machines awas passed, the Council 
‘did not appreciate the evil effects of 
these devices.” Having gained fuller 
information upon the subject upon 
which they were legislating, it is now 
the opinion of the Council that ‘it be- 
Comes most obnoxious to entertain any 
idea of any compromise by which this 
evil ‘shall be perpetuated ig even the 
slightest degree.’ 

“Unfortunately for the eradication 
| of the evil, the powers of this board 
‘are too limited to wholly suppress these 


| machines. It is true that they are found 
for the most part in saloons, but there 
|are a number of them in cigar stands, 
| billiard rooms and other places over 
_which this board has no jurisdiction. If 
| driven aut of the saloons the machines 
will doubtless be used even more widely 
than at present in such places where 
this board cannot reach them. This 
would result in giving still greater op- 
portunity to young boys, who are not 
permitted in many-.saloons, to play the 
' machines. In consequence, the evil 
‘which ‘the Council desires to suppress 
would continue and in many instances 
might be aggravated. The only means 
which can finally and completely sup- 
press these machines is to impose a li- 
cense so heavy as to be prohibitive, as 
I recommended to the Council. 
“In view of these facts I have pre- 
pared the accompanying resolutions and 
I suggest that they be adopted by the 
board:”’ 
The resolution referred to in the fore- 
going follows: 
“Resdived, that the Chief of Police 
.is hereby instructed to notify the pro- 
prietors of all saloons and other places 
where spirituous, vinous, malt or mixed 
intoxicating liquors are sold or given 
away or served with meals, that the 
maintenance upon the premises, of any 
nickel-in-the-slot machine which pays 
winnings in money or in checks or slugs 
exchangable for money, shall be ‘suf- 


license of such place,.and that 

use of such machines must be discon- 

/tinued at once. 

“Resolved, that this board recom- 
mends to the City Council, as the only 
effective means of wholly suppressing 

| the nickel-in-the-slot:machines which 

| pay winnings in money, that a license 
bé imposed upon such machines so 
heavy as to be prohibitive.”’ 

There was no discussion either of the 

| Mayor's letter or of his resolutions. The

MEANS MUCH MORE REVENUE. 


Assessor to Collect Taxes On 
Stocks of National Banks. 

The new law with reference to the 
taxation as personal property of the 
stocks of banking institutions, particu- 
larly that of national banks, is to be en- 
forced this year by the city and City As- 
sessor Ward, with the assistance of City 
Attorney Haas, has devised a plan of 
action which he says is certain to se- 
cure for him a statement from the 
banks of just who the owners of their 
stock were on the first Monday in 
March. Just what that plan_is the 
Assessor will not now announce, for 
the reason that it might give those who 
desired an opportunity to contest his 
efforts. The new law went into effect 


City 


-March 13. and there was some question 


as to whether it could be enforced this 
year. That question was referred to 
Atty.-Gen,. Ford, who made public an 
opinion to the effect that bank stocks 
could be assessed this year, Then arose 
the difficulty of ascertaining just who 
owned the stock, but the county offi- 
cials have solved that problem, and 
one of the banks has already complied 
with a request for a statement of their 
stockholders. The City Assessor will 
take the same course as did the county, 
and should he fail in his efforts he 
will. as a last resort, have access to 
the county’s records in the matter. 
The matter is one of great importance 
to the city from a financial standpoint, 
as it will increase the total amount 
of assessable property by more than 
on which 


to 
incidental expenses of the city. As to 
the effect of the law, City Attorney 
Haas said yesterday: 

“The stock is made taxable to the 
owner of the stock, whether he lives 
in this city or not. If the owner has 
real estate, then the city has a lien 
against that real estate for the taxes 
due on the stock. If the owner has 
no real estate, and does not pay the 


_tax on the stock, then it must be paid 


by the bank. and the bank has then 
a first lien against the stock and any 
dividends that may be issued thereon, 
to reimburse it for the taxes so paid. 
The entire issue is assessable in ‘the 
citv where the bank is located. The 
main difficulty is to determine who was 
the owner of the stock on the first 
Monday in March. This the banks 
have up to date refused to disclose, 
but we now have the means of as- 
certaining just what we desire to 
know. Under the general law hereto- 
fore no stock or shares of any bank 
or other corporation was assessable 
ecause_ the property represented was 
already the subject of taxatfon, and 
as the constitution prohibits double 
taxation they were not subject to as- 
sessment. However, national bank 
property, furniture, fixtures, bonds. 
ete.. being exempted by act of Con- 
gress, there would be no double taxa- 
tion. This law also provides that the 
value of the real estate owned by such 
banks which is subject to taxation 
must be deducted from the assessed 
value of the stock, as it has already 
been assessed.”’ 


“GARNISHEE CONTESTED. 


City Officials Raise a Question as to 
‘Poll Tax Collections. 

City Auditor Carson was yesterday 
served with an order directing him rot 
to deliver to six employés of the city 
the demands for their salaries for work 

for the city, and at the same time 
the City Treasurer was directed not 
to pay these six employés their sala- 
ries pending a settlement of their poll 
tax with the County Assessor. The 
notices were served by the poll tax col- 
lector, and were in the regular form 
of a garnishee of the wages of the 
six men. Just how it happened that 
these six» men, whose names were net 
made public, were chosen for gar- 
nishee is not Known to the city offi- 
cials, upon whom the notice was served, 
and what to do about the matter they 
do not know. 

It is well known that the salaries of 
public officers cannot be maé@e subject 
to gaynishee for ordinary accounts, 
and the Auditor and Treasurer are of 
the opinion that the protection of the 
law in such maters is also given to 
subordinates whether they occupy elec- 
tive positions Or merely happen to be 
appointed for a few days only. Pend- 
ing a settlement of the question hy the 
City Attorney the Auditor and Treas- 
urer have decided to withhold the de- 
mands and not to surrender them to 
any person, even the deputy who 
served them with the notice. The City 
Attorney is expected to file an opinion 
on the matter today, but what that 
opinion would be he eould not state 
yesterday, as he desired first to make 
a close examination of the ‘aw.

the County Treasury of moneys belong- 
ing to the county, of which no record 
could be found in the County Treasur- 
er's office. 

County Treasurer Jones contented 
that every cent of money paid into or 
out of his office ought to be under check 
from the Auditor's office, and brought 
the matter under the direct notice of 
the Board of Supervisors. The board, 
in turn, referred the communication 
to the District Attorney, and yesterday 
Mr. Wilbur made a very interesting re- 
port to the board, which was adopted

“Clearly the possession 
by the Treasurer of $33,000 of mg 
in a trust fund, or any other fund o 
which the Auditor has no account, 
would, as pointed out by the Treasurer 
in his communication, render the count- 
ing of the public moneys of absolutely 
no value whatever. And any shortage 
could be readily made up from this so- 
called trust fund, and although the 
Treasurer might be short the entire 
amount of the trust fund, the counting 
of the money would apparently show 
that the entire amount ~ Page county’s 
was in the treasury.

this provision is certainly broad enough 
to include every item of money paid 
into the County Treasury, and we are 
of the opinion that no money should be 
received by the Treasurer except money 
certified to him as provided in sec- 
111. 
trust moneys, as we under- 
stand, are moneys paid into the court 
and by the clerk turned over to the 
County Treasurer, or paid directly to 
the County Treasurer by reason of some 
special provision of law directing the 
payment to the Treasurer, but in our 
opinion this provision of law directing 
the payment to the County Treasurer 
is not intended to dispense with the for- 
mality of deposit pointed out in the 
County Govenment Act, to-wit: the cer- 
tificate of the Auditor. We therefore 
suggest that the Auditor take the 
necessary steps to procure duplicate ac- 
counts of the items now iy the trust 
fund in the County Treasury from the 
books of the Treasurer, or that the 
Board of Supervisors furnish to the 
Auditor a copy of these books, so far 
as they appertain to the moneys now 
on hand, and that the Treasurer be 
charged theréwith on the books of the 
Auditor, and that all moneys hereafter 
received in the County Treasury be _re- 
ceived only on certificate of the Au- 


ditor.”’ 


With reference to the moneys de- 
posited with the Coroner and the 
County Treasurer, Mr. Wilbur also 


points out where the law has here- 


ner sometimes turned money and effects 
of deceased persons over to the admin- 
istrator of the estate, sometimes into 
the county treasury. Attention is now 
drawn to section 145 of the County Gov- 
ernment Act, which provides that the 
Coroner must deposit all such moneys 
in the treasury, and the county, by 
provision of section 82 of the same act, 
must pay it to the legal representative 
of the decedent, “after deducting the 
fees and expenses of the Coroner, and 
of the county in relation to the mat- 
er.” 

, “The expenses of the Coroner and 
the county.” says Mr. Wilbur, “would 
include. first. @raveling expenses of the 
Coroner in holding inquests: second, 
expenses of burial; third, expenses of 
autopsy or examination by physicians 
testifying at the inquest. 

“The fees of the Coroner in the mat- 
ter of holding of inquests are. regu- 
lated by the fee bill of 1895, subdivision 
‘Coroner.’ The Coroner should retain 
the fees for his own use, but by the 
County Government Act. the Coroner 
in the county of Los Angeles is en- 
titled to only a salary ‘of $3000 per 
year, and his actual and necessary 
traveling expenses, when traveling out- 
side of the county seat. So far as the 
compensation of the Coroner is con- 
cerned, that would be controlled by 
the provisions of the County Govern- 
ment- Act. but by the provisions 
of ‘section 216 of the County Govern- 


ment Act, all salaried officers of the|- 


counties are required to charge amd 
collect for the use of their respective 
counties and pay into the county treas- 
urv the fees allowed by law in all 
cases. In our judgment therefore the 
fees provided by the Fee Bill of 18965. 
are a charge against the money paid 
into the: county treasury by the Coro- 
ner. and should be retained. In this 
connection it will be observed’ that 
there seems to be’ no adequate method 
of collection from the estate of the 
decedent for the expenses of the 
Coroner. or at least such _ collection 
would be attended with considerable 


delav. We think therefore that the 
Coroner shoulg be instructed by the 
board to make his deposit in each 


case as soon after the moneys come 
into his possession as possible. That 
such payments should be accompanied 
by a sworn statement of the fees and 
expenses in such matter, as hereinbe- 
fore indicated, and that so much of 
the money so turned into the treasury 
as is necessary to meet the charges 
should be deposited In the salary fund 
of the county. and that the balance 
thereof should be deposited in a special 
fund as indicated in section 81 of the 
County Government Act. 

“We have advised the Treasurer of 
the county that it is his duty under 
section 82 of the Gounty Government 


the legal representative . of .the de-. 
cedent upon demand. 

“It is evident that the money having 
been deposited upon a certificate of the 
County Auditor, some method of. get- 
tine this off the books of the Auditor 
end the charge against the Treasurer 
should be adopted. The best course 
would seem to be the usual course of 
the issuance of a warrant by the Audi- 
tor, to be paid by the Treasurer, and 
this would seem to be in harmony with 
section 109 of thé County Government 
Act. which provides that the Auditor 
must also issue warrants on the county 
treasury for all debts and demands 
against the county, when the amounts 
are fixed by law, or are authorized by 
law te be allowed by some person or 
tribunal other than the Board of Su- 
pervisors. It would seem in this case 
that if the Treasurer must pay on de- 
mand, as seems clear from section 82 
of the County Government Act, he, is 
the person who should fix the amount. 
In any event, the duty of the Auditor 
is to make thé necessary credit upon 
his bodks. A/|‘corollary’ proposition 
that the Treasurer must pay on de- 
mand and that the Auditor must keep 
books concurrent with the Treasurer, 
and this seems the best method of 
procedure. We submit therefore that 
upon the certificate of the Treasurer as 
to the amount on deposit to the credit 
of any particular estate, it would be 
the duty of the Auditor to verify from 
his own books the correctness of the 
said amount. and thereupon issue a 
warrant to the legal representative of 
the decedent for the-amount so de- 
manded. Certified copies of the letters 
testamentary, or of administration, to- 
gether with a formal demand for the 
payment of such money should be re- 
tained by the Treasurer. We respect- 
fully submit, therefore, that the re- 
spective county officefs, the Treasurer, 
Auditor and the Coroner, should be 
instructed bv resolution of the: Board 
of Supervisors to conform to the pro- 
cedure indicated in this opinion, and 
that such procedure will result in cor- 
recting the errors pointed out by the 
Treasurer. and will also result in a

A MEXICAN TRAMP. 


A Fourteen-year-old Girl Discovered 
an Intruder in Her Room, 
Manuel Arballa, a’ Mexican roust- 
about of no particular reputation, has 
made quite a record within he: last 
few days and is now in the County 
Jail, with the charge of attempted 

rape against him. 

In the early hours of Sunday last 
Francisco Valenzuela, a Mexican resid- 
ing with his family at San Gabriel, was 
awakened by hearing his six-year-old 
boy cry out. The child had been sleep- 
ing with his sister, Maria, aged 14, and 
had been aroused and frightened by 
an intruder in the bed. As the father 
approached the room which his children 
occupied he heard his daughter also 
cry out. Valenzuela seized the assail- 
ant, who proved to be Arballa in a 
state of drunkeness, and threw him out 
of the thhouse.. The father then hunted 
up Constable Smith of San Gabriel, 
who found Arballa asleep by the road- 
side, half a mile from «the Valenzuela 
house. 

The drunken defendant was placed 
in the East San Gabriel lockup, and as 
an additional precaution the handcuffs 
were left upon his wrists. e room 
in which Arballa was confined had a 
small window barred with two pieces 
of two-by-four scantling, and during 
the night the prisoner contrived to 
gnaw one of these avooden bars through, 
making his escape through the opening 
thus curiously effected. On Tuesday 
Arballa was recaptured and taken be- 
fore Justice Wilson, who, pending the 
securing of a complaint on the charge 
of attempted criminal assault, com- 
mitted the defendant for disturbing the 
peace.

MINOR BRINGS SUIT.

Louis E. Christianson, a minor aged 
12 years, has brought an action by Isa- 
bella F. Christianson, his guardian ad 
litem. against Anthon Swenson to re- 
cover $5000 as damages. 

This suit is a prolongation of the 
ill-feeling that has existed between the 
Christianson family and the well- 
known building contractor, and which 
in part was ventilated in the Police 
Court. Both families reside on Six- 
teenth street in the 600 block, there 
being two vacant lots intervening be- 
tween the houses occupied by the par- 
ties to the suit. Some time ago Mrs. 
Christianson, a lady friend who was 
visiting her at the time, and the boy 
Louis, were arrested at the instance 
of Swenson for disturbing the peace, 
but were acquitted by Justice Owens, 
who gave the it a lecture, however. 

It is al in the complaint filed 
that on March Swenson, without 
sufficient provocation, “willfully, wick- 
edly, violently, maliciously and unlaw- 
fully assaulted, and with great force 
and violence beat and wounded” Louis 
Christianson with a heavy stick or 
board. By reason of the injuries then 
inflicted it is averred that the boy suf- 
fered great pain and mental anguish, 
and was confined to his bed for several 
day’ and for a long time was “sick, 
sore and bruised.” As salve to the 
wounds, both mental and physical, the 
plaintiff through Moye G. Norton, his 
attorney, asks judgment for $5000 as 
damages. 

Though not set forth in the com- 
plaint, it is stated by the plaintiff's at- 
torney that Mr; Swenson whipped the 
Christianson boy because when the 
family cat returned home one morning 
after a nocturnal ramble, it presented 
a very shabby appearance. Its glossy 
fur was disturbed, and one ear had 
been injured. 
is averred that Mr. Swenson held Louis 
Christianson responsible for tabby’s 
plight, and, finding the boy playing on 
the vacant lot among the piles of lum- 
ber belonging to him, he ventured to 
administer chastisement. For’ that 
Swenson :was arrested, and was fined 
$10 by Justice Austin, and now comes 
the civil end of the affair wherein good 
heavy damages are being demanded.

The appearance of Gen. Otis was the 
signal for a storm of applause, which 
was followed by music by the Cata~ 
lina Band. during which the general 
and his escort found their way to the 
gallery of the east side of the building. 

J. S. Slauson called the people to or- 
der, and made a brief address, saying: 
“It is an‘old saying that republics are 
ungrateful. Some may be, but the 
great American republic is not ungrate- 
ful. Even though this might be true, 
it has been shown by this great demon- 
stration in honor of a brave soldier 
and honest man, Col. Harrison Gray 
Otis, now promoted to be brigadier- 
general, that if republics are ungrate- 
ful, it is certain in looking over this 
great assemblage that this municipal- 
ity is not ungrateful. It had been 
hoped that Senator White would be 
here, in addition to Will A. Harris, to 
express the gratitude we all _ feel 
toward Gen. Otis, but he has found it 
impossible. We cannot each of us 

express our welcome to Gen. Otis, but 
’ Mr. Harris will express the sentiment 
of us all.” 

Will A. Harris was thus introduced 
by Mr. Slauson, and said: “In the un- 
avoidable absence of the eloquent man 


who was to have addressed you, the 
duty has been assigned to =.In 
spite of the embarrassment which 


comes from taking the place of so able 
aman as Senator White, I can assure 
you that no pleasanter duty than that 
of the present ever fell to my lot. Gen, 
Otis, ‘you have played an important 
part in two great wars. You remem- 
ber, as do many here, the war which 
began thirty-eight years ago, 
Abraham Lincoln called for volunteers 
to defend the old flag. You were a 
young man then, just entering upon 
active life, and you were among the 
first to offer all you were, and your 
life if necessary, to your country, and 
for four years you served your coun- 
try bravely and faithfully, to which 
scars on your body still attest. 

“In 1898 the flag was fired on by for- 
eigners. You were not so young then 
as you were at the beginning of the 
Civil War. For many: years you had 
been in quiet life, engaged in the work 
of building up a great newspaper. You 
were of the people of Los Angeles, 
Your natural inclination was to re- 
main here where you could enjoy ease 
and honor. But the President of the 
republic was a man with whom you.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Local Inducements for Marmalade 
Factory. are Exploited. 


Inducements offered in this country 
for the establishment of marmalade 
and jam factories were thoroughly ex- 
ploited at the meeting of the board of 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday afternoon. J. Ross Clark, 
chairman of the Committee on Manu- 
factures, said that the committee 
thought this country offered induce- 
ments in the way of oranges, lemons 
and small fruits which are unequalled 
in any other part of the world. The 
prices of these fruits, he said, are such 
that with good financial backing a 
marmalade factory could do a lucrative 
and extensive business. Large depos- 
its of kaolin, which are to be found 
near Los Angeles, would furnish a 
product for the making of jam jars. 
Sugar is also to be secured at a lower 
figure than in any other part of the 
world. 

In response to a communication from 
the Forest and Water Association, the 
president of the Chamber was _ re- 
quested to draw up resolutions in- 
dorsing the action of the former as- 
sociation in writing to the Secretary of 
the Interior for better protection for 
the forest reservations of this State.

Street Cleaning in Breslau. 


United States Consul C. W. Erdman 
at Breslau describes the method by 
which the asphalt pavements in that 
city are cleaned as follows: One man 
has charge of four blocks, and he {s 
equipped with an iron hopper barrow, a 
shovel, a broom and a rubber scraper 
about three and one-half feet wide. 
Early in the morning, after having 
cleaned his section, he loads his barrow 
with fine sharp sand and scatters. it 
over the street to prevent slipping; on 
a rainy day he repeats this several 
times. Once a week «two sprinkling 
carts, side by side, was the street thor- 
oughiy, and these are immediately fol- 
lowed by four one-horse sweepers, with 
a rush two feet in diameter. These 
sweep the water, slime, etc., imto the 
gutter, avhere it is piled up and then 
carted away. The keeper for that sec- 
tion then sands the streets. This keeper 
is paid 22 pfennigs, or 5% cents per hour, 
while ordinary street hands are paid 4 
cents per hour. The city attaches wire 
baskets to the lamp posts, on fences, 
ete., and. in these the public is required 
to throw all waste paper, etc. The 
householder is also required to sweep in 
front of his place and to the middle of 
the street every morning before 6 
o'clock. This refuse is carted away by 
city teams. _

THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


American Delegates Sailea Yester- 
day for The Hague. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS-DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 3.—President Seth

MANILA (Luzon,) March 18, 1899.— 
Possibly the unprofitable question, 


“Who began the war?” has been raised, 


discussed and wrangled over in the 
United States and Boston. .t is not 
vital: but. in any event, the facts go 
to show that the United States com- 


manders and troops here have nothing | 
to conceal in Ht regard.” ‘They can 
afford to have the whole truth told; 
but they object to falsehood and mis- | 
representation. 

Touching the circumstances of the 
sudden outbreak on the night of the 
4th of February. I have made careful | 
inquiry in the proyser_official quarters, | 
and find that the pregnant event of 
San Juan Bridge, one end of which 
avas held by the insurgents and the 
other by Col. Stotsenbturg’s First Ne- 
braska Regiment, and where the al- 
leged ‘‘first shot’ was fiftd, was 
really the first shot in the war, “by a 
long shot.’’ 

You will find that, as a matter of) 
fact, the war was precipitated by an 
insurgent attack all along the line of 
the Second Division, begun by a volley | 
fired from the insurgent blockhouse 
near the San Juan Bridge, about 9 
p.m., February 4, which volley imme- 
diately succeeded the shot or _ shots 
fired on the bridge by the opposing 
sentries, which were followed by the 
immediate retirement to the blockhouse 
of the rébel sentries. In less than 
thirty. minutes after the first rebel vol- 
ley was fired, the attack wpon our out- | 
posts began all along the First Brigade | 
front, extending for two and one-half , 
miles from the Pennsylvania right, 
avhere it joined the left of Hale’s Sec- . 
ond Brigade, to the waters of the im- |. 
passable bayous making out. from the 
bay on our extreme left, which was 
pointed out to me in person upon the 
occasion of my visit. The promptness 
and avidity of this attack clearly 
proves preconcert of action on the in- 
surgents’ part: they wanted to fight, | 
as they had for days been declaring, | 
and they got it p. q.: in fact, they “got | 
action” quicker than they ever dreamed | 
was possible in their lethargic oriental 
philosophy. By 10:30 or 11 o’clock that 
night the continuous roar of small | 
arms was heard along the entire First | 
Brigade front, not all of it, however, 
from the main line, which in places was | 
not engaged until after daylight Sun- 
day morning, February ®d. 

The brigade commander, Gen. H. G. 
Otis, commanding First Brigade, Sec- 
ond Division, reached the left front on 
the Caloocan road, on horseback, with | 
his staff. somewhere about 10:30 p.m., 
by which time the Twentieth Kansas | 
main line was well engaged. He re- |, 
mained on the firing line throughout | 
the night, directing operations, and | 
with daylight prepared to advance | 
again. Two guns of the Utah Light | 
Artillery had been sent to him early in | 
the engagement (one a 3.2-inch regula- | 
tion field piece, and the other a Nord®n- 
feldt,) and there were kept hot. 
throughout the night, shelling the road 
and woods in front, and contributing to 
the “gayety of the nations.” | 

The purpose of this letter is not, | 
however, to describe the action of that | 
or succeeding days, which have already | 
been described, but to narrate the facts | 
of the significant Filipino rebel out- 
-break of January 15, 1899. which was 
clearly an act of war, and which, had 
not great restraint and consideration | 
been shown on the American side, | 
would have gone into history as mark- | 
ing the actual beginning of the Fili- 
pino rebellion, instead of February 4, | 
1899. The facts which follow show the | 
truth of this statement. 

Going far back in the order of the oc- | 
currence of the events here narwated, | 
it can be shown from indisputable 
gources of official information, and be- 
yond the peradventure of a doubt, that | 
the Filipino rebels had been “spoiling 
for a fight’’ for weeks preceding their | 
vicious outbreak. Their real actions 
gave the lie to Aguinaldo’s oft-repeated 
and hypocritical pwretense that he. 
wanted “peace with the Americans,” | 
and that there would be no armed hos- | 
tilities if they were to be inaugurated | 
by his army. His troops investing 
nila may have got beyond his control 
and “broke out like the rash’’ without | 
his authority or consent; but with that | 
possibility this true history has noth- 
ing to do. If a great oriental states- | 
man like “Don Emilio” (who has been | 
seen wearing his shirt on the outside 
of his trousers, with a Derby hat on his

Gen. MacArthur's staff (who had been 
dispatched direct by the division com- 
mander:) Lieut.-Col. R. B. Wallace, 
First Montana Infantry, who had acted 
as officer of the day on the preceding 
day: the new officer of the day, Maj. 
Cooke, First Montana, and the gen- 
eral’s French-Spanish-English inter- 
preter, Rochel, a former Los Angeles 
county vaquero., 

When Gen. Otis reached the outposts 
he found some forty armed Filipino 
soldiers, under a flamboyant, drum- 
maior sort of a teniente (lieutenant,) tn 
posgession of the “works,’’ and tem- 
porarily—very temporarily—masters of 
the situation. This force was in- 
creased. within the next few min- 
utes. until it numbered 4 officers and 
53 soldiers, when the talking battle 
commenced. 

The rebel officer was communicated 
with through the general's interpreter, 
and found to be exceedingly worked up 
with alleged gri@vances, very much 
excited. and uttering protestations of 
peace, coupled with a declared readi- 
ness to fight. He proclaimed the will- 
ingness of himself and his embattled 
Filipino compatriots to die in their 
iracks. if need be, “all same American.” 
and he tore around in an otherwise 
unseemly and highly-disturbed man- 
ner. As soon as Gen. Otis was able 
to get in a word edgewise (and to do 
it he was compelled to command the 


‘inflamed Filipino leader to subside for 


the time being and wait is turn in 
the talking match,) he was. reasoned 


‘with bv the cool-headed American of- 


ficer “like a Dutch uncle,’ as it were. 
and informed very plainly that he and 
his men had no business where they 
had plated themselves, in that ad- 
vanced position, which was clearly 
within the American lines: that the 
Filipino commander on that §$ front 
(Gen. “Pantaloon” Garcia,) had pre- 
Main understanding 
and agreement with the Americans, 
through their proper superior officers, 
that the position at the “crossroads” 
should not be occupied by the Filipino 
outpost guards, but should be held by 
the Americans: that the insurgent re- 
lief guards should not even be 
marched by way of that point, from 
the Chinese hospital to relieve their 
outposts further out on the Caloocan 
road: that he, the teniente, was 
clearly acting without authority, and 
was giving the lie to his profuse 
protestations of a desire to avert -hos- 
tilities with the ‘‘Americanos:” that 
Gen. Otis refused to treat with him, 
a subaltern, but demanded to see the 
officer present on duty in 
that quarter, and that there was no 
occasion for so much excitement, per- 
turbation and suppressed wraith as the 
Filipino officer was exhibiting. His 
black eves were flashing; his voice 
was loud and strident; he fingered his 
absurd-iooking Filipino sword in a 
nervous and threatening way, and he 
strode excitedly up. and down the 
front of his aligned and armed com- 
pany, ,Stepping high and playing sol- 
dier ‘‘just great:’’ he was a tall, fine- 
looking, well-dressed, showy fellow, as 
an-officer who saw him told me, much 


superior in physical appearance to the 


average sawed-off Filipino (warrior. 
The teniente made the best defense he 
could, protesting that the treatment ‘of 
his men by some of our sentries and 
patrols had been harsh and humiliat- 
ing: that they (the insurgents) had 
been courteous in their treatment of 
American officers coming through their 
lines under the previously prevailing 
amicable understandings: that these 


conceded American territory with his

The ledge runs from six to 
eight feet wide, and the present work 
is in the upper tunnel in a seventy-- 
foot pay.zone. The ease and facility 
with which the rock can be taken out 
will enable a comparatively small force 
to keep the mill supplied.”

CALIFORNIA’S MINERAL OUTPUT. 

Charles G. Yale of San Francisco, 
statistician of the United States Mint 
and of the State Mining eau, sends 
The Times a report showing the yield 
and value of the mineral products of 
California for the year 1898. The re- 
port was compiled for the State Min- 
ing Bureau. It shows the total value 
to have been $27,289,079, representing 
thirty-five mineral products. The 
value of the gold product is placed at 
$15,806,478, copper coming second with 
a value of $2,475,168, and petroleum 
third with a value of $2,376,420. Com- 
menting on the figures in the report 
Mr. Yale says:

SANTA BARBARA, May 3.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence. ] The extensive asphaltum 
works at Carpinteria and La Patera, in this 
county, are soon to be abandoned and the 
Sisquoc Asphalt Company is to concentrate 
its entire capital at the Sisquoec plant across 
the mountains. At this point the company 
has a great mountain of asphalum and the 
facilities for mining it are better than at 
the other plant. The company owns a 36- 
acre tract here and Mr. Bell, one of the 
managers,. has just returned from Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati with expensive ma- 
chinery manufactured especially. for the 
Sisquoc works. This machinery will be set 
up in a few days and will increase the 
working capacity of the plant about one- 
fourth. 

At Sisquoc the asphaltum is liquefied and 
is then conveyed in pipes thirty-five miles 
to a plant at Alcatraz, above here, where 
it is worked into pure asphaltum. With the 
new machinery it is estimated that this 
plant will turn out 50,000 tons of purified as- 
phaltum a year. The product is worth $30 
per ton. Superintendent Arthur Bell and 
his family commenced yesterday to move 
from Carpinteria to Sisquoc.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) May 2.—[Regular 
Correspondence.} John Hughes, last 
week a prisoner in the County Jail, is 
now an occupam of quarters in the 
poetter’s field of the city cemetery. He 
was a man of the most vicious temper, 
and was a continual source of trouble 
to the jail officials. He finally attempted 
to bully a_ stalwart fellow-prisoner, 
Egan by name. Egan knocked him 
down. Hughes’s head struck the ce- 
ment jail floor, The skull was frac- 
tured and death ensued within a few 
heurs. A Coroger'’s inquest conducted 
by Justice relieved of all 
blame. Hughes was aavaiting trial for 
murderous assault, a charge that might 

ve been changed to murder. About 
six months ago he shot a man named 
McCoy in a grading camp of the Pres- 
cott and Southwestern Railway. The 
bullet passed through the abdominal 
cavity. McCoy is still alive but his 


condition is precarious. 


At Chaparral Thursday a young wo- 
man locally known as Mabel Johnson 
committed suicide by means of a large- 
caliber revolver borrowed for the pur- 
pose. The weapon was directed against 
the heart and death was a matter of 
only a few moments. The scene of the 
tragedy was the back room of a drink- 
ing saloon. — 

Inmate of the Yavapai County Jail, 
awaiting transfer to similar accommo- 
dations in Los Angeles, is Frank H. 
Scott, “detective.” He made his first 
Arizona appearance in Pihhoenix, about 
sixty days ago. There he organized a 
police patrol, much to the disgust of 
the capital city’s special police, who 
made no concealment of their belief 
that Scott was simply a crook looking 
for opportunities for theft. In apparent 
proof of their assertions a half dozen 
safe orackings occurred in Phoenix 
during Scott's visit.

Several burglaries have been re- 
ported in Prescott during the week 
past. The safe of Joseph Dougherty, 
in West Prescott, was forced by expert 
cracksmen, who used only the tools 
they found in thd blacksmith shop 
across the street. The job was strik- 
ingly similar in éxecution to a number 
that have been done lately in Phoenix 
and .along the line of the Santa Fé 
Pacific. Only $75 in cash was the re- 
ward of the burglars. 

R. D. S. Grant, a miner in the Sena- 


“tor mine, eight miles south of Pres- 


cott, met sudden death at his work. 
He was working in a stope which had 
been well timbered above by him, save 
for a small opening. Through the 
opening dropped a heavy boulder, as 
deadly in its fall as the knife of the 
guillotine. It tore away the back of 
the unfortunate miner’s head, causing 
instantaneous death. The inquest found 
that the only blame had been with 
the dead man and the mine manage- 
ment was exonerated. The body was 
taken in charge by the widow, who 
came with her daughter from Pasa- 
dena, her’ home. Interment was at 
Pasadena. 

Robert Hammell, 22 years old, was 
killed by a blast in the United Verde 
mine at Jerome. He and his working 
partner had just completed the placing 
of eight blasts and were leaving the 
drift to connect the fuse wire with the 
electric battery when one of the 
“shots,"" from no known cause, ex- 
ploded.

California oranges are 
higher. Fancy navels sold up to $4.70; 
choice “from $4.15 down to $3; fancy) 
eweets, $2.2503.10. At last Wednesday's 
sale some fancy navels sold at $5.10. 
The quality of the stock offered on 
Friday was undesirable. We quote: Cal- 
ffornia navels, $3.75@5.25 for extra 
fanoy; California seedlings, $2.85@3.25; 
Fiorida russets, $2.75@4.00; brights, $2.75 
@4.50."’ 


TWO SARDINE COMBLNES. The 
Maine sardine interests are now con- 
solidated into two companies—the 
Standard and Continental, The former 
represents some twenty-three factories, 
Says the St. Louis General Merchant, 
and the Continental about as many 
more. It is said that the entire sardine 
business on the Maine coast amounts 
to about $3,000,000 per year, and yet 
these two companie@ have a combined 
capital of $8,000,000. One of them has 
taken over some old plants at a valua- 
tion greater than new factories could 
be built for. Some of the sellers are 
congratulating themselves at having 
unloaded old wornout factories at good 
prices. It remains to be seen whether 
these two rival organizations will con- 
solidate or adopt;a working agreement 
or enter into active competition. 


EXPORTS OF PROVISIONS. The 
total exports of provisions for the nine 
months ending March 31, 1899, were 
$121,916,513, against $100,301,524 for the 
same time of last year. In- 
cluded in the above totale were 
exports of 30,475,438 pounds of 
canned beef, valued at $2.780.606 and 
196,931,592. pounds of fresh beef, valued 
at $16,445,353. The shipments of hog 
roducts included 165,383,751 pounds of 
ams, an increase as compared with 
the coresponding period of the previous 
year of 23.029,641 pounds; 124,744,320 
pounds of pork, a gain of 56,921.424 
pounds; 532,746,108 pounds of lard. an 
increase of 10,727,813 pounds: 426.053.319 
pounds of a decrease of 52.- 
044,745 pounds. The total exports of 
provisions, including cattle and hogs, 
were valued at $142.441.659, of which 
$63,266,722 were shipped from New York, 
$42,223.671 from Boston and $17,398,800 
from Baltimore. The great outcry about 
the meats furnished the army does not 
geem to have greatly affected the ex- 
port demand.

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POST MORTEM EXAMINATION OF 
BODY OF H. M. STAATS. 


Was Death Due to Hydrophopia or 
Hysteria?—Test to Be Made on 
Rabbits—Protective Association. 
Universalist Convention. 


waSADENA, May 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] This afternoon an autopsy was 
held on the body of the late Hiram M. 
Staats, in an endeavor to ascertain the true 
cause of his singular illness and death, 
which have so deeply affected the whole 
community. The ddctors state that they 
found the various organs much congested, 
and this condition might have been caused 
by hydrophobia or by meningitis. The 
symptoms of the case and the discoveries 
in the autopsy indicate that the death might 
have resulted from either hydrophobia or 
by hydrophobic hysteria, ‘“‘We cannot speak 
absolutely till the animals are heard from, 
paid one of the physicians tonight. A num- 
ber of rabbits have been inoculated and this 
will be a positive test. If there was aught 


of rabbiegqjin this distressing case, the rab- 
bits will the story within ten days. 

Facts ha come out, showing ‘how Mr. 
Staats brooded on the possibilities of the 
dog-bite. Since April 15, -he had been put- 
ting his affairs in order. He paid up his 
bills, made his will and evidently had pre- 
monitions of which he said not a word. It 
was not till he broke down:icompletely, a 
week ago, that members of his family Sus- 
what had been passing through his 
mind. If they had thought, at the time of 
the dog’s attack, that he considered himse.f 
in danger of hydrophobia, they would have 
insisted on his taking the Pasteur treatment. 
His little son, 4 years old, whom the dog 

it at the same time, has been taken to 
Chicago with his aunt, to have the treat- 
ment, as a .precautionary measure, though 
there is no sign of illness on his part, and 
he was not severely wounded by the dog. 
It is noticed that a large number of pet 
d have been thrown on the market since 
this case came up. >

FRANCHISE OPENED. 


Action Deferred for One Week—Rail.- 
roads not to Have Their Own 
Way Always—Dusy Session of the 
City Trustees.

SANTA ANA, May 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Sealed bids were opened Tues- 


‘day evening by the City Board of Trustees 


for an electric light and power franchise in 
Santa Ana. Three bids were received, as 
follows: Russell H. Ballard of Los Ange- 
les offered 76 per cent. of the gross annual 
receipts of the company, after the first fivé 
years, for the privilege of operating the 
franchise; Charles E. Hogle agreed to pay 
the city 55-per cent. of the gross receipts 
of his company, after the first five years, 
and Belmont Perry of this city offered $105 
and 6 per cent. of the gross receipts after the 
first fivegyears. The: first two bids are 
considered straw bids, only, as it would ap- 
pear impossible for any company to pay 
either 55 per cent. or 76 per cent. of its 
gross receipts for the privilege ‘of operat- 
ing the franchise. The bond accompanyin 
the bid of Belmont Perry was not sign 
by the principal, but this, no doubt, was 
simply an oversight, and will probably be 
remedied, in which event the bid will be- 
come legal. The matter of accepting or re- 
jecting the bids was deferred until the next 
meeting of the board, which will be Mon- 
day evening, May 8. 
THB RAILROADS ANTE. 

The City Council has taken up the mat- 
ter of protecting the railroad crossings in 
Santa Ana, and unless something is done 
by the various railroad companies in the 
very near future, an ordinance will, in all 
probability, be passed and strictly inforced, 
compelling all trains to run not faster than 
six miles an hour through the entire c ty 
limits. The report of the committee from 
the Chamber of Commerce relative to this 
matter was presented to the Council last 
night, and by unanim®us vote of the board 
it was decided to follow the suggestions of 
the committee in compelling the railroads to 
provide better protection to life and prop- 
erty at the various railroad crossings within 
the city limits. The matter was referred to 
the City Attorney with instructions to enter 
into correspondence with the railroad com- 
panies at once, advising them of the inten- 
tion of the Council if steps are not taken 
at once toward protecting the public. The 
matter of making flying switches at the 
foot of Fourth street will also be taken up 
and an endeavor made to have the same 
stopped. 

CITY TRUSTEES’ MEETING. 

There was a big batch of business before 
the City Council Tuesday, and President 
Avas consequently rushed matters from the 
very start. The bids for an electric light 
and power franchise once out of the way, 
the matter of granting a franchise to the 
Santa Ana and Newport Railway from a 
pont on the main line of that road in 

ailey’s addition to the city of Santa Ana 
to the location of the new .cannery build- 
ing on First street. Manager Holabird, of 
the Santa Ana and Newport Railroad, was 
present at the meeting, and explained to the 
members of the board that the right-of-way 
for the switch had been purchased, in many 
instances the railroad company paying sev- 
eral times the value of the land in order to 
Set it, and that now the company wanted 
permission to lay a track over the land and 
across the several streets intervening.

The new location of the building was 
suitable to the Southern Pacific Company, 
and that company proceeded at once to lay 
its track alongside the proposed site. An 
ordinance granting the franchise asked for 
was read for the first time, and referred to 
the City Attorney, to be passed by the 
course of time. 

It having become evident that the city 
would hava.to hold a special election for 
the selection of a City Recorder, an ordi- 
nance had been prepared calling said elec- 
tion, and this was read immediately after 
the presentation of the petition of H. A. 
Peabody, asking that the law relative to 
this matter be complied with. It was stated 
that the special election would cost the 
eity about $125. Trustee Whitney asked that 
he salary of the City Recorder be reduced 
sufficient to make up the amount the spe- 
cial election would cost, but as the salary 
of that office now is only $15 per month. 
and the further fact that the salary has 
already been fixed for the next two vears, 
this could not be done. The city will take 
advantage of the law of '99 by having only 
one voting precinct in the city, thus greatly 
reducing the expense of the election. The 
ordinance was read for the first time and 
passed to the City Attorney. June 12 is the 
date set for the election.

Regular Operations on Dumping 
Rock to Begin Soon. : 

SAN PEDRO, May 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The commencement of regular 
operations on the dumping of rock on the 
government breakwater site is not to be 
delayed as long as has been anticipated. On 
account of the large quantity of machinery 
to be used for the air-compressor piant at 
the Catalina Island quarry und the great 
physical difficulties in placing the machinery 
there. it is likely to require two or three 
months to get the plant placed and in steady 
operation. But that will not prevent the 
bringing of rock and dumping it on the site 
of the seawall before the machinery is all 
placed. The breakwater rock is most of it 
to come from a high cliff rising precipitously 
from the sea and sloping landward only a lit- 
tle. Work hitherto done there has resulted 
in the accumulation of a great wuss of de- 
bris at the foot of the cliff... The mags is 
piled up about fifty feet above the water. A 
short distance either way from the heaned 
up debris along the face of the cliff the shore 
runs landward so as to produce angles in 
the great mass of solid rock. Some of the 
men now at ithe quarry are driving horizontal 
tunnels a little above sea level, and near 
these corners at the proper angles so that 
when blasts are fired in the tunn."s the cor- 
ners of the cliff will be blown off. Other men 
are employed clearing away that part of the 
debris which is above sea level. As soen 
as practicable one or more derricks to be
